The votes followed two days of 
stormy debate, in which Leftists 
bitterly assailed Laval’s policies as 
pro-Italian, attacking particularly 
his co-authorship of the. now dead 
French-British peace plan. For his 
part in the formulation of this 
plan, Sir Samuel Hoare was forced 
to resign as Great Britain's For- 
eign Secretary in order to save the 
British Cabinet. 

Laval, in a speech in which he 
referred frequently to, the “danger 
of war with Italy,” if he were over- 
thrown, persuaded the deputies to 
let him remain in office—at least 
until the budget is voted next week. 

Heavy Guard Outside Chamber. 

Heavy reinforcements of mobile 
guards were stationed outside the 
old Bourbon Palace, in which the 
deputies meet, to guard against 
possible disorders. 

The debate, in which deputies 
came near to blows at times, cen- 
tered on the fear of both friends 
and opponents of Laval of a future 
German invasion of France. The 
issue was whether Laval had 
slowed up enforcement of sanc- 
thereby weakening the 
League and jeopardizing France's 
chances of getting armed aid 
against Germany, if attacked. 

Laval disclosed that Reichsfueh- 
rer Hitler, in reply to a question 
from Laval, had assured the French 
Minister to Germany that Germany 
was “not considerin~ any act of 
aggression.” 

Fears were expressed by some 
Deputies that Edouard Herriot and 
other Radical Socialist Ministers 
might resign from the Cabinet, or 
that the Cabinet might fall when 
the Deputies convene Jan. 14, after 
the New Year’s holiday.

Whether Bombing by 


Streams From Hawaiian Volcano Away 
From Reservoirs Not Yet Determined. 


Planes Helped Divert 


By the Associated Press. 

HILO, Hawaii, Dec. 28.—Mauna | 
|Loa gave the most spectacular dis- 
play tonight since the present erup-| 
tion of the volcano began Nov. 1. 
Accompanied by a deafening roar, 
flames shot high from the crater. 

Army airplanes’ dropped 20 
bombs yesterday in an attempt to 
divert the lava from Hilo, the 
water system of which is threat- 
ened by the present flow. One 
lava stream advanced about one 
and one-half miles today, to within 


three miles of the Hilo reservoirs. 
The distance from Hilo, a city of 
20,000, was conjectural. Some said 
24 miles, others 12. The extreme 
irregularity of the terrain between 
the volcano and the city accounted 
for the varying opinions as to the 
distance of the lava streams from 
here. 

The bombs were dropped in an 
effort to cut a’ channel in the vol- 
canic rock that would turn the 
lava stream away from the reser- 
voirs. Thomas A. Jaggar, Govern- 
ment volcanologist, said he was 
unable to tell whether the bombing 
had any effect. Jaggar and army 
authorities apparently were waiting 
for further observations before de- 
ciding whether to undertake an- 


| other bombardment in an attempt 
to turn the lava from the direction 
of the city. 

Old-time Hawaiians expressed re- 
|gret at the bombing of the volcano. 
They appeared disturbed over the 
‘violation of a tradition that the 
Pele, Goddess of the volcano, never 
should be opposed. 

The new lava flow cut a wide 
swath through the timber line, de- 
stroying trees and shrubbery almost 
as soon as it touched them, The 
resulting conflagration lighted the 
country side for miles. The lava 
destroyed telephone lines connect- | 
ing Hilo with the Puu Oo ranch 
about 25 miles up the slope of 
Mauna Loa from the city. The tem- 
perature of the lava stream is about 
2000 degrees Fahrenheit. 

At the present rate of flow, Jag- 


gar said, the lava would reach the 
city in about five months. 

How long the eruption would con- | 
tinue was a matter of speculation. | 
The flow of 1852 lasted five months | 
and got within 10 miles of Hilo. In 
1855 an eruption lasted 16 months 
and the lava approached to with-| 
in five miles of the city.

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ROOSEVELT-CAPITOL CONTACT 
MAN UNLIKELY THIS SESSION 


Some House Members Don’t Like 
the Idea of President Having 
Such a Spokesman There.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. — House 
Democratic leaders said today they 
were confident no liaison man 
would operate between the White 
House and Capitol in the Congres- 
sional session that opens Friday.

Reservations. at Hotels Show 
Increase Compared With 
Those or 1934. 


are looking forward to a prosper- 
ous New Year's eve as reservations 
for parties on that night of gaiety 
are being received at a rate exceed- 
ing that of last year, which was 
the best in several years. 


Public parties will be held at 
five of the large hotels, all except 
one of which will charge $6.25, the 
quarter representing an 18cent 
Federal amusement tax and seven 
cents for the State sales tax. In 
one instance the charge is $4.25, in- 
cluding tax. 

At night clubs the charge 
range from $1 or so up, depending 
on what is offered in the way of 
food and entertainment. The occa- 
sion has brought about the estab- 
lishment of the usual number of 
mushroom clubs the brief and 
gaudy existence of which will end 
with the dawn of the New Year. 

Country clubs, also, will have 
parties for members and their 
guests, and some for the general 
public. ; 

Rules About Liquor. 

Celebrators who appear at the 
hotel pasties with packages which 
might be liquor will be greeted 
with icy looks by head waiters and 
probably will be asked to leave the 
packages in the check room. “No 
corkage charge” at the _ hotels 
means no liquor served from the 
private stock of customers. 

One hotel man indicated that the 
rule would not be enforced too 
strictly, but others insisted that 
they would be firm in its enforce- 
ment. 

There is an absence of uniform- 
ity in the policy of the night clubs. 


Others are silent on that point but 
stress “no cover charge.” 

Excise Commissioner Thomas L. 
Anderson told reporters, in re- 
sponse to inquiry, that he had no 
special instructions for the regula- 

tion of liquir sales on New Year's 
| eve. The law forbids sale of liquor 
| after 1:30 a. m., but many of the 

hotels and night clubs advertise a 
breakfast without additional 
charge for their patrons and the 
celebration will continue in most 
places until daylight.

W. C. A. Building, representatives 
of the Union determined to con- 
tinue their convention through 
Sunday as originally planned. 

The union was created today by 
the merger of the National Student 
League with the Student League 
for Industrial Democracy. The 
Franklin County American Legion 
made a demand on the Y. W. C. A. 
to oust the convention and deny 
the use of its hall for the closing 
meetings scheduled for tomorrow, 
asserting it detected Communistic 
tendencies among the delegates.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—There can 
be no doubt, now, that fighters from 
‘Europe and other foreign sectors 
are stealing America’s boxing show 


| What little doubt there was must 


have been completely dispelled with 
‘the arrival and the presentation of 
While McAvoy, who 
holds the English and British Em- 
pire middleweight and lightheavy- 
| weight championships, did not draw 
{so well in two bouts here thus far, 
he firmly established a claim to a 
spot in the fistic sun. McAvoy has 
been swamped with fight offers and 
can be ranked, at this time, as being 
the most sought-after fighter in 
America next to Joe Louis. 

If there had been any doubt about 
McAvoy’s ability after the English- 
man’s impressive triumph over the 
highly-touted Al McCoy, that doubt 
disappeared with McAvoy’s one- 
round knockout of Babe Risko, 
America’s middleweight champion. 
McAvoy threatens to take the light- 
heavyweight title of the world back 
to England before long. 

Free of Foreign Menace. 

The lightweight group is the only 
one in any way free of the foreign 
menace. Not one foreigner is rank- 
ed among the first 10 in the 135 
pounds division. That may not last 
long, however. Harry Mizler, the 
St. George lightweight, has been 
coming up fast and is after a title 
or non-ttile fight with Tony Can- 
zoneri, Mizlier recently kayoed 
Tiger Humery, the French cham- 
pion, in eigbt rounds. 

Max Schmeling, Germany’s “Black 
Uhlan,” former world’s heavyweight 
champion, must still be considered 
one of the outstanding heavy- 
weights. Schmeling is scheduled to 
fight Joe Louis next June in a 15- 
round bout that will probably draw 
a million or more. No American 
heavyweight, with the possible ex- 
ception of James J. Braddock, the 
champion, could draw that sort of 
a gate against Louis. ” 

McAvoy and Ambrose Palmer, the 
Australian, are big threats in the 
under - talented lightheavyweight 
class. 

Marcel Thil, the French veteran, 
is still generally recognized as mid- 
dieweight champion of the world. 

Good Foreign Welters. 

The welter-weights boast six for- 
eigners—Bep Van Klaveren, of Bel- 
gium, Ceferino Garcia, of Mexico, 
Jack Carroll, of Australia, Kid Az- 
teca, of Pyerto Rico, and Cleto Loc- 
atelli, of Raly—among the first ten. 

Maurice Holtzer, of France, is

Obvicusly cars are driv- 
en by more poor men than by rich 
ones.

He 
hasn't the privilege of maintaining 
these rights by force, naturally, be- 
cause he has an advantage over the 
man on foot in the capacity to in- 
jure. But neither has the pedes- 
trian the right to expect that a mo- 
torist will perform miracles in try- 
ing to avoid hitting him if he in- 
sists upon exposing himself stupid- 
ly or recklessly. 

As to Fining Pedestrians. 
“The right to drive a motor 
at a reasonable rate of speed 
conceded everywhere. The 
came into being largely because it 
covered ground faster’ than 
horse.

of what rate may be traveled safe- | 


ly. These speed rates are based on 
the assumption that the pedestrian 
will regard traffic lights, that he 
will look earefully before venturing 


from the curb and that in general | 


he will so conduct himself that the 
motorist in an emergency will be 
able to bring his car to a safe stop 
before hitting him if the car is 
traveling at the legal rate of speed. 

“Levying fines on pedestrians for 
violating traffic rules is in no sense 
an infringement on personal liberty. 
It merely upholds the old principle 
that if the pedestrian exposes him- 
self to danger, he is trespassing on 
the right of someone else—in this 
case on the right of the motorist 
to drive his car according to law o1 
the prevailing conditions. 

“It is an unforunate fact that 
in which pedestrians are hurt in- 
volve children. In such cases, we 
have to assume that the motorist 
is wrong, as there can be no safety 
legislation that can cover young 
children. They cannot be expected 
to.exercise mature judgment at a 
tender age. 

Protecting Children. 

“As I see it, the only way to pro- 
tect the child against 
when the motorist is driving with 
propert caution and good judgment, 
is to begin a program of safety 
education almost in the cradle. But 
this education cannot be a success 
unless adults set the example _ in 
caution. A child learns much faster 
by example than by words. If he 
sees his elders crossing streets care- 
lessly and stepping off the curb 
without looking, he is bound to do 
the same thing. If on the 
hand, he sees his elders using prop- 
er caution at all times, he is bound 
to be impressed. The child natural- 
ly is more inclined to do as he sees 
us do than to do as we say he 
should. 

“That pedestrians could be taught 
to obey restrictions is proven by ex- 
perience with motorists. Take stop 
streets, for example. In the mil- 
lions of opportunities to evade this 
law that occur weekly in a large 
city, I don't suppose there are half 
a dozen cases where the motorist de- 
liberately violates it. Most of the 
police tickets for failing to stop are 
issued to well-intentioned drivers 
who didn't see the stop signs for 
one reason or another. 


“If this high average of obedi-| 


ence can be attained by motorists, 
there is no reason why an equally 
high average should not be attained 
by pedestrians if they were forbid- 
den to walk into the street reck- 
lessly. 

“IT have no defense for the stupid, 
incompetent, discourteous or vicious 
motorist. The only law that ever 
will eliminate him as an evil is one 
that will permanently revoke his li- 
cense to drive. But all the people 
answering this description are not 
behind the wheels of cars. 

“Manufacturers have instigated 
many safety measures and have co- 
operated thoroughly with those 
originating elsewhere. But there is 
no conceivable type of motor car

Three huge presses are being in- 
_stalled in the Ford Motor Com- 
pany’s Rouge Plant.

'triple-action electric 800-ton press,

Production rate is over four pan- 
els per, minute from the flat metal 
to the completed shape.

One of the new 12-cylinder, 110- | 
horsepower Lincoln-Zephyr cars, | 
which were introduced at the re- 
cent auto shows as the entry into 
the medium-price field of the Lin- 
coln and Ford companies, was tak- 
en on a test run Monday by news- 
paper men and Ashley -Papin of 
Sam Breadon, Inc., the distribu- 
ter. . 
The car ran like a watch, quiet- 
ly, powerfully, holding firmly to 
the road on curves, riding comfort- 
ably over rough going, accelerating | 
swiftly and surely at the least | 
pressure on the accelerator. It was | 
roomy and had plenty of foot room | 
for both front and rear seat pas-| 
sengers. | 

The maneuverability of the ear 
was noteworthy. While it has a 
wheelbase of 122 inches, its spring 
base is actually 133 inches. Also, 
its center of gravity is exceptional- 
ly low, while road clearance is am- 
ple. It handled with utmost ease, 
and was instantly responsive in its 
steering, yet held the road solidly. 

The Lincoln-Zephyr was designed 
to be the most thoroughly stream- 
lined of production cars. So it is 
lithe and sleek and distinctive in 
appearance. 

Its exterior lines were suggested 
by those of the “Motor Car of the 
Future,” which was seen by Chica- 
go Century of Progress Exposition 
visitors in the Ford exhibit. 

It is the first American car built 
without a conventional frame, hav- 
ing, instead, an all-steel bridge 
truss body of great strength to 
which engine and running gear are 
attached. 

Use of a V-12 engine, which is 
accessible from top and _. bottom, 
makes it possible to build the Lin- 
coln-Zephyr with rigid hood sides 
and thereby gain additional struc- 
tural strength. Windshield and all 
windows are of safety glass. Body 
panels, for the first time, are 
made a part of the load carrying 
structure, facilitating light weight 
with great strength. The body is 
made still stronger by development 
of new and more complete welding 
processes. 

The car is built by the Lincoln 
division of the Ford Motor Co., 
with the aid of the latter com- 
pany’s resources. New manufac- 
turing and assembling methods 
were devised. 

The engine is built in the Lincoln 
plant according to a new design, 
the cylinder banks being set at a 
75 degree angle. Every detail of 
the engine is precision-built and 
assembled. It is easily reached for 
servicing, as the top of the hood 
lifts up, permitting one to work 
directly downward upon it. 

Lines of the car are dashing and 

sweep from  prow-like radiator 
grille to the gracefully receding 
curve of the rear quarter panel. 
It has no conventional running 
boards. Instead, these are replaced 
by narrow-rubber-covered side 
buffers with polished metal edges, 
which are feally rubber bumpers 
to protect the sides of the car. The 
lowness of the curb level floor per- 
mits direct entrance, so steps are 
not required. 
' Riding in the car was exception- 
ally comfortable, the chair-type 
seats being high enough and prop- 
erly designed to insure ease. The 
front seat is more than 54 inches 
wide and the car is 69 inches wide 
over all. 

Accessories, from the twin wind- 
shield wipers to the two sun visors, 
rear compartment hassocks and 
attractive hardware, are of the 
luxury type. Ventilation is of the 
draftless type. 


Pontiac Co. Foundry, 
Idle Since 1932, Put 
Into Operation Again 


The iron foundry of the Pontiac 
Motor Co., idle since the spring of 
1932, began operations again 
Wednesday with H. J. Klingler, 
president and general Manager of 
the company, supervising the pour- 
ing of the first castings. 

Only one of the four big cupolas 
has been put into use and the build- 
ing up of production will take place 
gradually. Full capacity will be 
reached some time next _ spring. 
One of the seven production lines 
is being operated at the outset. 
Bearing caps and other small parts 
will be cast at first. The foundry 
should be up to about 20 per cent 
of capacity by the end of this 
month. 

While operation of the foundry 
has commenced, the $500,000 recon- 
struction and retooling program, 
which began in September, is 
progressing and will be completed 
about the middle of January. Mo- 
tor block casting will not start until 
some time in February, or in time 
for the big spring production and 
sales. | 

The plant is being completely 
renovated and the equipment 
brought up to date. Every new 
development of modern foundry 
practice is being incorporated. The 
four cupolas will give a capacity 
of 400 tons in a nine-hour day. So 
the foundry will be capable of turn- 
ing out 70 Pontiac engine blocks an 
hour, in addition to all flywheels, 
clutch housings, exhaust and intake 
manifolds, oil pumps and cylinder 
heads.

Damon is a pilot and a pioneer in| 
commercial aviation.

GAS CONCERN ATTACKS 
STATE BOARD APPEAL 


Cities Service Firm Asks Su- 
preme Court to Deny Plea 
for Regulatory Power. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28. — Con- 
tending no Federal question was 
involved, the Cities Service Gas Co. 
asked the Supreme Court today to 
deny the Missouri State Public Ser- 
vice Commission's plea for author- 
ity to regulate rates on natural gas 
piped into Missouri from Texas, 
Kansas and Okiahoma by the com- 
pany. 

The Missouri Supreme Court had 
ruled, the company said, that sub- 
sidiary Cities Service: corporations 
in Kansas City and other Missouri 
cities were “distributing agencies, 
not agents” of the pipe line com- 
pany and so State regulation was 
limited to the -subsidiaries. The 
company added that delivery of gas 
to 12 industries along its line out- 
side city boundaries was “interstate 
commerce” and so not under con- 
trol of the State commission. 

It said the Missouri court had 
ruled the industrial contracts were 
made before the gas enters “ the 
State, and there “was no storing 
of the gas, no commingling of the gas 
With other properties in the State,” 


and so the transactions were “not 
intra-state but inter-state.” 

The company contended the State 
commission had not “even exhaust- 
ed its remedy in the State Supreme 
Court” by failure to ask a rehear- 
ing of the adverse decision. It add- 
ed that it was “inappropriate” now 
to ask the highest Federal court 
to have the State ruling “reviewed 
and overthrown.” 

Answering the commission's 
charge that Cities Service Gas op- 
erated through subsidiaries to 
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“avoid State regulation,” the peti- 
tion asserted “ownership of control- 
ling stock in a subsidiary corpora- 
tion does not constitute... entry 
into the business in which the sub- 
sidiary is engaged.” 

The Missouri Supreme Court rul- 
ing “that the commission was at- 
tempting to exertise a jurisdiction 
which the State statute did not con- 
fer and could not confer upon it,” 
was said by the utility “to be in 
harmony with decisions of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States."

A resolution instructing State's 
Attorney L. P. Zerweck of St. Clair 
County to file suits to collect de- 


linquent county taxes totaling $2,-' Dec. 24 was $363,000,000 more than) 


700,000 was adopted by the St. Clair 
County Board of Supervisors yes- 
terday at Belleville. 

The board also adopted a resolu- 
tion to withhold payment of all 
claims against the county until the 
creditor pays delinquent taxes. The 
resolution included a provision that 
no contracts would be let by the 
board to any person or firm whose 
taxes are delinquent. 

Zerweck told reporters that there 
are délinquent tax bills against 30.- 
447 parcels of property in the coun- 
ty. The county's share of the de- 
linguent taxes, he said, is about 
$189,000. In view of the fact that 
court costs entailed in filing suits 
would amount to about $300,000, ac- 
cording to his estimate, the board 
decided to meet with tax collecting 
agencies of all cities, towns and vil- 
lages in the county Jan. 6 in an ef- 
fort to induce them to-share a por- 
tion of the collection suit costs. 

Instead of instituting foreclosure 
suits, which would entail the coun- 
ty bidding in the property, receiv- 
ership suits will be filed, Zerweck 
said. The plan is for the Circuit 
Court to appoint the County Treas- 
urer receiver of all property on 
which taxes are delinquent and for 
the Treasurer to collect all income 
on the property until the tax judg- 
ments have been satisfied. In this 
manner, Zerweck said, the county 
should receive much needed reve- 
nue without bidding in the prop- 
erty.

TRADE BEST SINCE 1929 


Missouri Has 5 to 15 Pct. Rise in 
Christmas Buying, Luxury

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Prelim- 
inary estimates, the Commerce De- 
partment reported today, indicate 
the largest volume of December re- 
tail trade in the St. Louis urban 
and rural area since 1929. 

The Department, in its weekly 
survey of business conditions in 
32 major cities, also said retail buy- 
ing in Kansas City reached the best 
level since 1929 during the week 
ended Wednesday. St. Louis de- 
partment stores reported an_ in- 
crease in sales of 12 per cent over 
the previous week and 5.5 per cent 
over the corresponding 1934 week. 

The Associated Retailers of St.

4,624,000 Short Tons for 1936; Figure 
Was 4,549,000 in 
1935.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Secre- 


tary of Agriculture Wallace fixed 
the quota today for imports of sug- 
ar from off-shore areas during 1936 
at 4,624,088 short tons. . This total 


compared with the 1935 import quo- 
ta of 4,549,260 tons. 

The quotas are on the basis of 
the raw-value polarity of sugar as 
distinguished from the _ refined 
product. 

Sugar consumption requirements 
of the United States for 1936 were 
estimated. at 6,434,088 tons, com- 
pared to 6,540,000 tons distributed 
by the trade in 1935 and 6,311,583 
tons distributed in 1934. 

The basic quotas for sugar pro- 
duced in the continental United 
States are fixed by the Jones-Costi- 
gan Act at 1,550,000 short tons for 
beet sugar and 260,000 tons for cane 
sugar. 

Quotas for the off-shore areas are 
based on the average quantities of 
sugar brought into the United 
States from each area during the 
“most representative” three years 
of the 1925-33 period.

ROME, Dec. 28.—Cardinal Camil- 
lo Laurenti, dean of the Order of 
Deacons, expressed the hope today 
that the discarded peace proposal 
for ending the Italian-Ethiopian 
way “might be revived.” Well in- 
formed sources considered his words 
were a renewed expression by Pope 
Pius of a hope that statesmen would 
try again to arrange a peaceful un- 
derstanding to avert a possible Eu- 
ropean war. 

Speaking at a celebration com- 
memorating the 100th anniversary 
of the institution of the Pontific 
Roman Academy of the Immaculate 
Conception of the Virgin Mary, Car- 
dinal Laurenti recalled that “two 
men” had met to discuss peace Dec.

NEW YORK, Dec. 28.—L. Seth 
Schnitman, chief statistician of F. 
W. Dodge Corporation, said today 
“the striking improvement in con- 
struction during December is easily 
the most significant development 
on the business horizon.” 

Total awards for all classes of 
construction in 37 Eastern states 
for the first 15 days of December 
reached the highest level of any 
comparable period since early 
summer of 1931. 

The total as reported by the 
Dodge Corporation for the period 
was $138,383,400. 

Schnitman pointed out that while 
the improvement was attributable 
to a large extent to “an accelerated 
pace in the Federal W. P. A. and 
P. W. A. programs,” the continued 
gains in private home building 
were also a factor. 

These advances were all the more 
important, Schnitman stressed, in- 
asmuch as they occurred “at a sea- 
son of the year when it is custom- 
ary for activity to decline.” 

“Barring some _ unpredictable 
catastrophe such as war, residential 
building should continue to expand 
for several years,” he said. 

“But disappointment probably 
awaits those who herald the com- 
ing of a residential building boom 
which will exceed even the balmiest 
days of the 1920s,” he concluded.

Contend Facilities Adequate. 

Cool to the mortgage bank plan 
as it has been outlined to them, 
some Federal housing authorities 
contend existing facilities are ade- 
quate to provide liquidity on a 
sound basis for mortgages. 

They point out the last few years 
have witnessed the foundation of 
the Home Loan Bank system, Fed- 
eral Savings and Loan Associa- 
tions, FHA insurance for long-term 
mortgages and other instruments 
either for temporary or long-time 
aid to mortgage institutions. 

Moreover, it was noted, the Bank- 
ing Act passed in the last session 
of Congress liberalized lending 
against real estate and permitted 
member banks to borrow from the 
reserve banks against “any sound 
assets,” including mortgages. 

Efforts to encourage the forma- 
tion of national mortgage associa- 
tions to buy and sell FHA insured 
mortgages have been fruitless. But 
the RFC recently stepped forward 
with an offer to fill that gap. 

A bill for a central mortgage 
bank was introduced late in the 
last session. Hearings may be 
called early next year. Prospects 
for passage are held to be doubtful.

Let us take an inventory of the sources of 
Stalin’s power. 

In the first place, he has guts, durability, 
physique. He suffers from a dilated heart, 
but otherwise his physical strength and en- 
durance are enormous. He is no high-strung 
neurotic like Hitler, nor is his command of 
physical power closely associated with emo- 
tion, as is the case with Mussolini. Stalin is 
about as emotional as a slab of basalt. If he 
has nerves, they are veins in rock.

They 
had no artillery, and so failed 
to carry the main barrack and 
Fort Jiad. These held out for 
two weeks until Sir Reginald 
Wingate sent over to the Heijaz 
four mountain guns from the 
Egyptian army in the Sudan, 
With these the fort and the 
barracks were easily destroyed. 

Meanwhile 4000 Harb tribes- 
men had attacked Jiad. The 
Turkish garrison of 1200 had 
prepared an entrenched posi- 
tion, but they were bombarded 
by warships which Great 
Britain had sent to help the 
Arab forces and the place fell 
in four days. 

Meanwhile Sherif Abdulla 
(second son of Sherii Hussein) 
with about 3500 tribesmen and 
villagers from the neighborhood 
was besieging Taif (80 miles 
southeast of Mecca), where the 


Feisal’s Stratagem. 

In January, 1917, Feisal was 
strengthened by the approach 
of his brother, Abdulla, with his 
4000 men from Taif. Abdulla 
moved on to the eastern flank 
of the Medina position, and the 
Turks had to restrain their ae- 
tivities on the west.

, intensely human and _ convincing 
book, “Escape from the Soviets.”’ Here she 
tells the stories of 15 Russian women of 
various types with whom she has come into 
intimate contact-stales ranging from pity 
and terror and outrageous injustice to the 
judicrous. Not one of them is calculated to 
reveal any good of any sort whatever 
either present or prospective-—in the Soviet 
social scheme; and so far as her testimony 
is concerned, one might suppose that noth- 
ing has been achieved in Russia since 1917. 

Many passages throughout the book are 
bitter with the author’s rancor, and no sym- 
pathetic reader—least of all the humane 
radical, if the possibility of such be granted 
—need question that Madame Tchernavin’s 
experiences adequately explain her feeling-- 
even justify it, in so far as the facts under 
consideration are concerned. 

There is no reason to doubt her veracity, 
and indeed there is not an incident in the 
book that seems in the least out of keeping 
with the well-known potentialities of inflated 
ignorance and fanaticism that could not fail 
to flourish in so profound a social upheaval 
as that which has taken place in Russia. 
If such things had not happened very com- 
monly under the circumstances, then all 
knowledge of human nature in the raw 
would have-to be discarded.

But there are other books on the Russian 
scheme and its progress during these 18 
years of amazing creative activity. Some 
of them are unquestionably quite as authen- 
tic as Madame Tchernavin’s, and yet. the 
resultant view they give is something very 
different. 

There are those who assume that the 
truth is either black or white; that either 
Yes or No must be the correct answer to 
every question; that there is only good or 
bad, although common experience should in- 
struct anyone as to the falseness of that 
view, which, however, is held without consid- 
eration. 

But there are alwavs two views that must 
be taken in attempting to render a valid 
judgment on any matter so tremendous as 
“the Russian experiment.” There is the per- 
sonal view of the moment, and there is the 
larger impersonal] view of the general truth 

One may and should sincerely feel with 
Madame Tchernavin and those whose bitter 
experiences she here adds to her own; but 
the heartache that one cannot but feel long 
after her vivid book is closed need not pre 
clude a just consideration of the whole proc- 
ess and its historical direction, of the larger 
pattern that is forming at however great a 
cost.

HIS is the story of David Irwin, a for- 

mer St. Louis boy, who last year com- 
pleted one of the most remarkable journeys 
in the annals of arctic exploration. 

At the age of 19, David, who since early 
boyhood had nursed romantic dreams of ad- 
venture in the Far North, set out alone for 
Alaska, where he spent two years roving 
in the interior, supporting himself by hunt- 
ing and trapping. Having thus served his 
apprenticeship as an arctic adventurer, he 
felt prepared to undertake the realization 
of his greatest dream—nothing less than to 
explore the region of King William Island, 
where the Franklin party was lost, in the 
hope of dispelling the mystery that still 
clings about the famous tragedy. So, in 
1932, with but a superficial knowledge of 
the country to be traveled and with a ri- 
diculously inadequate equipment, he _ set 
forth along the Northern coast of North 
America. In two years of solitary wander- 
ing, he covered 3600 miles; and, considering 
the hardships and dangers of the journey, 
his survival seems little short of miraculous. 

He reached King William Island and the 
Magnetic North Pole, but if he solved any 
mystery at all, it was that of his own tor- 
tured but superbly valiant spirit. When by 
good fortune he was rescued—just in the 
nick of time—by Eskimos of the Hudson 
Bay country, the lad of 23 years looked like 
an old man. 

Jack O’Brien, who-tells the story for his 
young friend, has had much experience in 
both the arctic and antarctic revions. and 
was a member of Byrd’s first party in Lit- 
tle America.

_the Politburo from the moment of 
‘its creation, on Oct. 10, 1917; other 
‘members, besides Lenin, were Trot- 
sky, Zinoviev, Kamenev, Sokoini- 
kov, Bubnov. Also he held two 
cabinet portfolios when the gov- 
ernment was organized; commis- 
sar for workers’ and peasants’ in- 
spection, and commissar for na- 
tionalities. 


He was not as active as Trotsky 
during the civil war period, though 
he was a member of the revolution- 
ary military committee, and saw 
service both in the Ukraine and, 
toward the end, in Petrograd 
against Yudenitch. He defeated 
‘the Kronstadt mutiny in 1921, and 
'as reward for this job of work 
| Lenin—little dreaming what use 
‘Stalin would put it to-—-made him 
|secretary-general of the party, the 
post from which his subsequent 
|rise to power derived. 

His main work was in the sphere 
of nationalities. As a non-Russian. 
ihe was peculiarly fitted for this 
‘task. Soviet Russia was a melange 
|of at least one hundred quite sep- 
arate races and nationalities, and 
‘the job was to combine them into 
a stable unitv while conceding 
some measure of provincial auto- 
‘nomy, at least in spirit. Stalin, 
under Lenin, invented the idea of 
the U. S. S. R.—the convenient de- 
vice by which “independent” 
“autonomous” republics became the 
Soviet “Union,” surrendering cen- 
tral authority to Moscow, retaining 
local administrative privileges.

Stalin was jealous of Trotsky 
from the beginning, and they came 
into conflict early. Duranty re- 
cords that Stalin, mending a breach 
in the front, shot a group of offi- 
cers for inefficiency, and that Trot- 
sky, as supreme War Lord, tele- 
graphed in protest. Stalin scrawled 
across the telegram, “Pay no atten- 
tion,” and left it to molder in the 
' archives. 

Another anecdote of this periou 
shows him in different mood. He 
was reviewing troops near Petro- 
grad. A sullen soldier refused 
salute. Stalin questioned him and 
the man pointed first to his own 
feet, wrapped in coarse burlap, 
‘soaked in snow and dirt, then to 
|Stalin’s substantial boots. Without 
a word Stalin took his boots off, 
tossed them to the soldier, insisted 
‘on donning the soldier's wet and 
stinking rags—and continued to 
| wear them till Lenin himself made

The Trotskyists were horrified at. 
the way things went after Lenin's’ 


death. They thought that the so- 
cialization of the U. S. S. R. was 
going ahead far too slowly. They 
feared that Lenin's tactical and 
temporary concession to capitalist 
forces, the NEP (New Economie 
Policy) would continue indefinite- 
ly; they thought that Communism 
in Russia itself, with such meager 
spoils victory, would perish 
without help from proletarian reve 
olution in the external world. 

Stalin took the opposite view, 
He said, in effect, “You boys oute 
side cool your heels for a couple 
of decades, then we'll get round to 
you.” Trotsky said, “Join your 
Russian comrades in revolution 
and free yourself from your chains 
at once.” Stalin said. “Russia 
first. When we get our state in 
order, then comes your turn.” Trot- 
sky said, “Whatever country you 
live in comes. first.” Russia. as 
Stalin saw it, was settling down 
to the prosaic ardors of married 
life. But Trotsky, an incorrigible 
romantic, wanted permanent revoe 
lution as a perpetual honeymoon. 
| Stalin was, of course, right. The 
very considerable success of the 
Five-Year Plan proved that. It is 
easy to be wise after the event. 
Seven years ago, before Trotsky 
was expelled from Russia. before 
the Five-Year Plan got under way, 
no one could have foreseen the out- 
come so surely. Great credit ta 
Stalin for his prescience, his “long 
view.” 

Stalin broke Trotsky and his 
friends by the same method he sub 
| sequently employed to break the 
“Right Opposition” (which thought 
|that the socialization of Russia was 
going at too rapid a pace), 
(1) He controlled the party ma- 
chine; (2) his interpretation of Len- 
inism made all his opponents 
heretics and, therefore, punishable: 
(Trotsky, in exile now, founded a 
“fourth International.” Oddly 
enough, it was supported—inadver- 
tently—by bourgeois American pub- 
lishers from whom the bulk of Trot- 
sky's income came.)

Stalin's detestation of Trotsky 
led him to exaggerated meanness 
in revenge. 
Trotsky’s name from the official 
records, the schoolbooks, so that 
unborn generations may hardly 
know him name, is not as complete 
|as one led to believe. In his 
|October Revolution, which is pur- 
| chasable anywhere in Russia, Sta- 
lin pays tribute, albeit grudgingly, 
to his enemy. “Let us admit this, 
it is impossible to deny that Com- 
rade Trotsky fought well at the 
_time of October.” 
| Stalin hated Trotsky partly in 
the complicated way of human he- 
ings, because he, Stalin. owes him 
sO much; he stole part of his pro- 
gram. Trotsky advocated super- 
industrialization in the manner of 
the Five-Year Plan as far back as 
1921, and he wanted ta expel the 
kulaks (‘rich farmers) in 1925, a 
task which Stalin did not set

' was not only defiance of Stalin; it 
was a threat to stafve him into sub- 
mission. The Soviet Government 
needed grain to distribute to the in- 
dustrial regions, the great cities; it 
needed grain for export, to pay for 
the machinery it had to import for 
the Five Year Plan. 

Even the farmers already in the 
collectives let their grain rot. There 
were few Communist overseers, few 
trained and loyal farm managers. 
Word got to Moscow that the har- 
vest, which should have been hand- 
some, was largely lost. Stalin saw 
that this was a major crisis. If the 
peasants were permitted to get 
away with this, the revolution was 
beaten. (“Obsolete classes don't 
voluntarily disappear;” he told 
Wells.) He had to act, and did.

Government grain collectors de- 
scended on the farms, tall with 
weeds, and seized that small share 
of the crop that the peasants had 
|'saved for their own use! One by 
‘one, they visited every holding, and 
‘took every lick of grain due the 
Government in taxes. If a man’s 
normal crop was, say, 60 bushels, 
the tax might be 20 bushels.~ But 
the farmer had harvested only, say, 
25 bushels. So when the Govern- 
ment took 20, the farmer and his 
family had only five—instead of 25 
—to live on the whole winter and 
spring. 

Russian economy is still extreme- 
ly primitive. The question of grain 
of bread, is a matter of life and 
death. When there was no grain 
left the people began to die. The 
Government might have diverted 
some grain from the cities—though 
that was a pinched, hungry year 
everywhere—to feed the peasants 
But the Government did not do so. 
Stalin decided that the peasants 
must pay the penalty for their re- 
bellion. They had refused, blindly 
stupidly, to provide grain; very 
well, let them starve. And they 
starved. 

Meanwhile, the kulaks had been 
liquidated by a more direct process 
These were peasants of more than 
average industry or ability or 
wealth; the capitalist farmers, 
'“class enemies on the agrarian 
front.” In 1928 there were 750,000 
people officially classed as kulaks 
in the Soviet Union. Today there 
are none. They were rooted out 
like trees, packed into prison trucks 
‘dispatched to labor camps in far 
parts of the country, put to forced 
‘labor on building railways, digging 
canals. 

The famine broke the back of 
peasant resistance in the U.S. S. R. 
Since the famine collectivization 
has proceeded slowly, smoothly 
From 1930 to 1935 another 25 per 
cent of the land has been socialized. 
All but a small fraction of the best

Let no one think that Stalin is a 
thug. It would be idle to pretend that 
he could take a chair in fine arts 
at Harvard; nevertheless, his learn- 
ing is both broad and deep, espe- 
cially in philosophy and history. 
One is instinctively tempted to con- 
sider this reticent Georgian as a 
roughneck, a man of instincts and 
muscle, not of brains. But his 
speeches quote Plato, Don Quixote, 
Daudet: he knew all about the mon- 
key trial at Dayton and the com- 
position of Lioyd George's shadow 
cabinet and the unionization of 

 ccesliaiae in America; in his talk 
|with Wells he showed a better 
/ knowledge of Cromwell and the 
Chartists than Wells himself. 

| In 1933 he shocked and herrified 
_a deputation of Bolshevik writers by 


courtliness; for instance he refers 
to capitalicts usually as “Messieurs 
the Bouf geoisie.” He restrains his 
personal appearances to the min- 
imum; once, during the crucial pe- 


riod of the Five Year Plan, he made 


no speech or public appearance for 
18 months. He is the only dicta- 
tor who is serene. 

He has a sense of humor, though 
perhaps it is heavy to Western 
ears; that he has a sense of hum- 
or at all differentiates him from 
Hitler or Mussolini. Shaw reports 
his keen sense of comedy. Address- 
ing the 1930 congress of the party, 
he ticked off the right opposition 
of Bukharfn and Rykov by assert- 
ing that if Bukharin saw a cock- 
roach he proceeded at once to smell 
catastrophe, foreseeing the end of 
the Soviet Union in two months. 
“Rykov supported Bukharin’s theses 
on the subject,” said Stalin, “with 
the reservation, however, that he 
had a very serious difference with 
Bukharin, namely that the Soviet 
Government will perish, in his opin- 
ion, not in one month, but in one 
month and two days.” 

Stalin makes occasional pretenses 
to humility. When Wells asked him 
what he was doing to change the 
world, he answered mildly, “Not so 
very much.” And he concluded the 
interview by saying, “Much more 
could have been done had we Bol- 
sheviks been  cleverer.” Imagine 
Mussolini or Hitler making such a 
confession! 

Stalin has, however, 
and encouraged his own virtual 
deification. Pictures of him share 
the place of honor everywhere witk 
Lenin. His photograph leaps at 
one from buildings in Moscow, 11- 
luminated at night like theater ad- 
vertisements, Worship of him is By- 
zantine. Obviously he could stop 
the public expression of adulation 
very ,easily. He does not do so. One 
reason may be his shrewd Orien- 
talism; the flattery, the pictures, 
‘are a good political weapon; he 
knows the Russians understand a 
master. Or perhaps he likes them. 

He lives, as is well known, in the 
‘Kremlin when he is in Moscow. 
The Kremlin is not a building but 
a compound, a walled fortress, con- 


permitted 


barracks, gardens. Stalin lives 
three rooms. He does not, however, 
as is generally believed, work in 
the Kremlin. The legend that Sta- 
lin, a virtual prisoner, stays always 
within Kremlin walls, is nonsensi- 
cal. He does much of his daily 
work outside the Kremlin, in the 
building of the central’ committee 
of the party, on Staraya Ploshad, in 
the busiest part of Moscow. 

Also he spends much time in the 
country, at his datcha, or country 
villa. This is about an hour from 
Moscow, in the region of _Usova- 
Arkangelskaya, near the Moskva 
River. The house belonged to a 
former millionaire, a gold miner 
and merchant, who had a perseci- 
tion complex and, therefore, sur- 
rounded the ten-acre estate with a 
heavy wall. Stalin has not tora 
down the wall. ° 

The region of the datcha is, in- 
deed, heavily guarded, and so is the 
Moscow road leading to it. Stalin 
usually drives there in three cars, 
Packards, going very fast; he sits 
as a rule with the chauffeur, and 
the position of his car in the pro- 
cession is changed daily. Picknick- 
ers and sightseers in the vicinity 
are told politely to move on. 

Yet Stalin is not as conspicuously 
guarded as Hitler or Mussolini. He 
exposes himself much more than 
they do. He has several times been 
seen returning to the Kremlin from 
the Opera on foot, walking with 
friends through the crowded square. 
And at least twice a year, on May 
1 and Nov.:7, the two great Soviet 
holidays, Stalin stands on the tomb 
of Lenin, and literally several mil- 
lion people pass him at a range of 
about 15 yards. 

He cares nothing for pomp or 
ceremony. He does not wear a uni- 
form, but a dark olive-green jacket 
buttoned at the neck, riding breech- 
es, and boots. When he goes out 
he wears a cap with a visor. Not an 
official uniform, this costume has, 
nevertheless, been widely imitated 
throughout most of Russia; the. high 
people in the party, ‘all the syco- 
phants and flatterers, have faith- 
fully copied it and wear it as a 
proof of devotion to the boss. 

Stalin’s usual routine is to work 
hard for about five days, then go 
to the datcha for two or three to 
rest. He has few relaxations, but 
he likes opera and ballet, and at- 
‘tends the Bolshoi Theater often;

On Nov. 8, 1932, in sudden and 
seemingly mysterious circumstances, 
Nadyeshda Alliluieva Stalin died. 
She had been seen, apparently in 
normal health, at the Opera only a 
few days before. The news of her 
death was announced without elab- 
oration, and she was buried (not, 
curiously enough, cremated) in the 
churchyard of the Convent of New 
Virgins.

He stamped out the 
Orthodox church from much the 
same motive that Hitler attacked 
the Romar Catholics in Germany, 
Stalin has said, “The party cannot

He is the only dictator who may be 
said thoroughly to have read _ the 
Bible; he did so, of course, in his 
seminary days. 

He has few friends. Voroshilov 
and Kaganovitch are the two closest.

Meanwhile Feisal was trying to 
get farther north, with an eye to 
the deliverance of Syria from the 
Turks. To this end in May, 1917, 
he sent a small expedition north- 
ward and in July, 1917, they were 
able to take Akaba from the 
east, without naval aid. 


Operation Against Turks. 

Feisal then handed over the 
command in the Wejh area to 
Sherif Sharraf, one of his cousins, 
and transferred his own head- 
quarters, and that of his regular 
troops (near 3000 strong), to 
Akaba. The British added a bat- 
tery of armored cars and a flight 
of airplanes to his forces. In 
Akaba, Feisal enlisted about 8000 
Howeitat, 8000 Beni Sakhr, and 
4000 from other smaller tribes. 
With these he undertook serious 
and sustained operations against 
the Turkfsh forces holding the 
Maan area. Before the end of the 
year he took the village of Wadi 
Musi (Petra) and held it against 
attacks, and later wrested part of 
the Maan Plateau (Aba El Lissan) 
from the enemy. In January, 
1918, he sent a force of 3000 men 
northward from Wadi Musa, and 
took the town of Tafila and six 
other villages, and joined up with 
the British at the south end of 
the Dead Sea. The Turks at- 
tacked him frequently in this 
area, with varying results, but 
Feisal was able always to retain 
his hold on the western part of 
the Maan Plateau. 

Gen. Allenby recognize“ the 
value of the Arab army as his 
extreme right wing as soon as 
he reached Egypt én July, 1917, 
and helped Feisal liberally with 
equipment. In consequence, the 
Arab regular army took efficient 
shape and increased to nearly 
6000 strong. 

In April, 1917, Feisal undertook 
direct operations against Maan 
as part of Allenby’s thrust against 
Amman; he materially improved 
his position but failed to take 
Maan itself. He did, however, 
succeed in cutting the Hejaz Rail- 
way from Maan southward, final- 
ly, so that the ultimate surrender 
of Medina became only a matter 
of time. His brothers, Ali and 
Abdulla, still were camped about 
the city, keeping up a close block- 
ade with very considerable 
forces; this they maintained till 
January, 1919, when the town at 
last capitulated. 

Capture of Damascus, 

In July and August, 1917, Feisal, 
while maintaining his constant 
pressure against Maan, spent 
most of his time preparing an im- 
portant flying column, to co-op- 
erate in the attack which Gen. 
Allenby intended to deliver 
against the Turkish army in Pal- 
estine in September. Allenby as- 
signed to the Arab army the duty 
of cutting the Turkish railway, 
and telegraph communications 
between Damascus and Palestine 
two days before his attack, and 
keeping them cut. The Arab army 
also was to demonstrate against 
Amman, so as to strengthen the 
Turkish delusion that the main 
British-Arab attack was to be de- 
livered in the Jordan Valley. The 
second intention was very suc- 
cessfully carried out, and the 
Turks had more than one-third of 
their total force on this entirely 
useless flank when Allenby 


struck. 

For his main objective Feisal 
prepared a flying column of four 
guns, 40 machines guns, four 
armored cars and two airplanes, 
of the regular forces. He added 
to this about 8000 tribesmen, for 
preliminary operations, and had 
assurances from the villagers and 
townsmen of the district about 
to be attacked that they would 
join his forces when the moment 
came. He attacked Deraa on 
Sept. 16 and kept the three Turk- 
ish railways and all their tele- 
graphs cut uptil Sept, 27, when 
he took Deraa, after scattering 
the last columns of the Fourth 
Turkish Army. Next day the 
British cavalry poined him, com- 
ing from Galilee, and the com- 
bined forces moved north swiftly. 
upon Damascus, which was en- 
tered on Sept. 30 amid scenes of 
tremendous joy. 


Revolt Spread Fast. 

Feisal had mobilized about 11,- 
000 of the peasantry of the Haur- 
an from Sept. 20 onward, and had 
prevented nearly all the strag- 
glers of the Turkish army from 
getting away to Damascus. 

On Oct. 1, the people of Bey- 
rout, in emulation of the Damas- 
cenes, turned on the Turkish gar- 
rison of 700 men and took them 
prisoners. They then hoisted the 
Arab flag and proclaimed their 
independence. On Oct. 3, the in- 
fection had reached Tripoli. On 
the fifth Ladakia in the north 
and Baalbek on the south also 
proclaimed the Arab _ rebellion. 
On the seventh the Arab flag 
was hoisted in Antioch, and the 
Turks were confined in Syria to 
Aleppo itself, and the strip of 
railway running from Aleppo to 
Homs. 

On Oct. 8 the allied troops en- 
tered Beyrout. The Arab rising 
there had been suppressed in the 
newspapers, so that the French 
troops might claim the honor of 
its liberation from the Turks. A 
few weeks later Allenby was able 
to organize a cavalry force to 
attack Aleppo and a detachment 
of the Arab army marched with 
them. They had a vigorous fight 
to win Aleppo, and the last scene 
was in the town hall there, where 


arate share in the conquest of 
Syria, and do not wish any at- 
tempt to be made to estimate 
their individual importance.

Feisal’s Demands. 


When the Arabs presented their 
case and the emir and Lawrence 
and Gen. Nouri came before the 
“Big Four” they were certainly the 
most resplendent figures that ever 
entered the Quai D’Orsay. Dark 
and subtle but with a voice attuned 
to the great open spaces, Feisal 
talked right out in meeting and 
glowered down upon the prime 
ministers of the major Powers who 
sat uneasily at his feet.

| rence a change in the tactics rath-

| “I see the point and [ have the 
greatest respect for these gentle- 
men,” answered Lawrence.

HOLLYWOOD, Dec. 28. 

OLLY WOOD is looking forward 
He 1936, now practically on us, 

1935 has been a pretty eventful 
year—the death of Will Rogers, the 
making of- feature pictures in full 
color, the persistent threat of tele- 
vision and Hollywood's discovery of 
Shakespeare, things like that—but 
the cinema makers honestly believe 
that 1936 is going to be a billion 
doliar year for films, that that 
amount of money will flow into the 
box offices of the picture palaces 
throughout the country. Maybe it 
will. Things have been steadily get- 
ting better for the film factories 
and every Major company has be- 
gun to show a handsome profit, 
which is something of a change 
ovey the lean years since 1929. 

In anticipation of the happy-days- 
are-here-again period things are 
moving forward. Salaries of stars, 
contract players, extra people and 
writers are going up despite the 
effort on the part of the banking 
interests who, a short time ago, sud- 
denly woke up to the fact that they 
were very much in the picture busi- 
ness to trim things down to ordi- 
nary business standards. Allan 
Jones, for instance, who got his first 
real chance as a singer in the 
Municipal Opera in Forest Park. 
Jake Shubert picked him up, prac- 
tically unknown, recognized his tal- 
ent and signed him to a long-term 
stage contract for about $300 a 
week. Had to pay him more when 
young Mr. Jones began to get fa- 
mous but it wasn’t so much more, 
Then when the movies called, with 
an offer of $1000 a week, Allan had 
to pay J. J. an even $15,000 to get 
out of that contract. 

Recently the first six months cf 
his initial bondage to the movies 
having expired, Allan signed a new 
contract with M-G-M for just dou- 
ble the figure and each year the 
salary will go up until it reaches 
$4000 weekly, which is a lot of 
money. 

No wonder the films get ‘em al!, 
aooner or later. We talked to Idwal 
Jones—no relation to Allan—who is 
one of the best-posted men on Hol- 
lywood affairs, about it the other 
day. He is a well known magazine 
writer who finds it rather profitable 
to split up his time between turn- 
ing out his magazine stories, writ- 
ing scenarios and penning gems for 
a studio publicity department. And, 
according to him, there is a grain 
of truth in the saying that Holly- 
wood is the Moloch of talent. Oth- 
erwise says Idwal it is wrong, for 
whereas Moloch consumed his cap- 
tives, Hollywood turns hers loose 
after a while, anointed and laden 
with gifts. It would be more like 
it to say that Hollywood is the 
Nishni-Novgorod of talent, the great 
world's fair for dramaturges, mimes, 
Vaudevillistes and Merry Andrews. 

It needs a great store of varied 
talent, from drama-writers of 
learned discourse to the _ fellows 
with a genius for grinning through 
horse-collars, to keep going. These 
are its stock-in-trade. But like a 
merchant or a fair, Hollywood must 
have a surplus to live on its turn- 
over,

print. The trek West of writers 
has crimped Manhattan’s home sup- 
ply.

They may not all 
be masterpieces, but they would 
not be printed at all—to the loss 
of Eastern compositors, salesmen 
and book-reviewers—if he hadn't 
made an exile of himself for a 
whole month, scrouged around and 
wrangled out the stuff for himself. 

That's why New York calls Hol- 
lywood a Moloch. This is quite 
wrong, of course, merely a case of 
the pot calling the kettle black 
for a change. Literature hasn't 
been damaged much in the shift of 
writers to the Coast. A lot of new 
talent has sprung up in the East, 
and it gets a better chance now 
that 32800 or so of the more-or-less 
established penmen dwell amid the 
palms of the film capital. It would 
have a tough struggle if the movies 
were to shut up tomorrow and the 
bonded scribes were turned loose 
to their old haunts. 

And so would the rising genera- 
tion of players on the New York 
boards if the thousand or s0 sea- 
soned actors in Hollywood were to 
hie back to the buskin and foot- 
lights. 

But this isn't to gainsay at all 
that there is a heavy drain on 
Eastern talent, that the stage does 
suffer from lack of players with 
the technic that can only be ac- 
quired by the years, and that the 
younger practitioners of writing 
lose somewhat, if only a little, by 
the withdrawal of mellowed ex- 
perts in the craft. Actors must 
learn from older actors, but writ- 
ers need learn only from books and 
from life.

Hollywood is run inexor- 
ably by the world, or by the three 
or four hundred million people, 
from Kamchatka to Kansas, who 
go to the movies to see what they 
feel they want to see. They are 
the dog that wags the tail.”

Tragedy, Pathos 
of the Year 


in Resume.

HIS has been a tense and 

troubled year. Americans

wy,! world war, the progress of 

the New Deal or the fate 

of Bruno Richard Hauptmann. For Amer- 

icans of St. Louis and vicinity there has 

been also the question of Anna Ware's 
baby to provide a competitive interest. 

While this country has slowly been 
dragging itself out of the pit of the de- 
Pression and, making a terrific fuss about 
all sort of economic and gplitical matters, 
the threat of war has hung like an em- 
bryonic avalanche over Europe and Asia, 
and actual war has raged in Africa and 
South America. Nations have been rapidly 
building up their fighting strength, eyeing 
one another warily, warning one another to 
keep the peace. Some have been parading 
their power to discourage the aggression of 
others, like a group of small boys showing 
Treaties have been kicked 
about unmercifully and the dove of peace 
nears the end of Round 1935 decidedly 
punch drunk 

This international situation provides a 
somber background, streaked darkly with 
tear, hate and violence, for the other events 
of the year—snapshots riffled by the casual 
hand of Father Time. 

Although one international problem was 
settied in Germany, when the people of the 
Saar territory voted to rejoin Germany, the 
historian, Guglielmo Ferrero, wrote in Feb- 
ruary that Central Europe was “an inferno 
of hate, plots and terrorism.” Italy was 
sending troops to its territories in East 
Atnca, and it had become evident that 
Mussolini had grim intentions with regard 
to Ethiopia. Germany beheaded two women, 
one a Countess, as spies for Poland; France 
indicted two Americans, Mr. and Mrs. 
Robert Gordon Switz, with others, as spies 
‘or Russia; the Switzes later were freed for 
testifying against the others. About the 
middle of March the German Government 
announced that tts regular army had been 
increased to $00,000, thumbing its nose at 
the Treaty of Versailles which limited. its 
army to 100,000. The forensic Hitler cited 
rearmament throughout Europe, particularly 
the action of France in increasing the term 
Of conscript service to two years. German 
‘trmy maneuvers, the first since the World 
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War, were held in Berlin. The day after 
the announcement ‘of Germany's rearming, 
Kalinin, nominal head of the Russian Gov- 
ernment, warned the Red army to be ready 
for war. 

Switzerland and Germany became an- 
noyed with each other over Berthold Jacob, 
a German journalist, who had taken refuge 
in Switzerland and been abducted from that 
country, Switzerland charged, by a German 
agent. After prolonged bickering, Jacob was 
allowed to return to Switzerland. 

Early in April, France sent 30,000 more 
soldiers to the German border. A few days 
later General Hermann Goering, aid to Hit- 
ler, took a step which had no perceptible 
bearing on the international situation. He 
married Emmy Connemann, an actress, with 
Hitler serving as a groomsman. 


N April 17 the Council of the League 

of Nations condemned Germany for 
rearming, but failed to impose any penalties. 
The campaign against Jews was continuing 
in Germany and many Catholics were Being 
arrested for sending money out of the coun- 
try. A large mass meeting of Nazis, rep- 
resenting the Germanic Pagan Faith Move- 
ment, renounced Christianity. 

May day was the occasion for a great 
military pageant in Moscow. More than 
700 airplanes took part in the demonstra- 
tion. At the same time it was reported that 
Rumania was planning a big “national de- 
fense’ program and that Germany was pre- 
paring a tremendous increase in its naval 
strength. Coincident with a speech to the 
Reichstag in which he asserted the German 
nation wanted peace, Hitler ordered com- 
pulsory military service for all males be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45. 

Amid all this rushing to arms, one 
European country went counter to the cur 
rent. Prince Louis, ruler of the principality 
of Monaco, fired his army as an economy 
measure. Pacifists failed to find a great 
deal of encouragement in this, however, as 
the army consisted of just 76 men. 

By August, Italy was pouring troops into 
its territories bordering Ethiopia, Emperor 
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Haile Selassie was appealing ve- 

hemently to the League of Na- 

tions for protection—the Italian- 

Ethiopian controversy had been 

brought to the attention of the 

League long before, of course— 

and Captain Anthony Eden, British emis- 
sary, who had been rushing about from one 
European capital to another all year in the 
interest of peace, was making desperate ef- 
forts to bring pressure to bear to prevent 
a war in Ethiopia. England, with interests 
in Egypt and the Sudan, viewed with ex- 
treme distaste Italian ambitions for colonial 
expansion near these regions. But it be- 
came increasingly clear that Mussolini was 
only waiting for favorable weather to send 
his soldiers into action. 

An unexpected complication developed 
in the first days of September, after the 
Congress of the United States had passed 
a bill committing this country to a policy of 
neutrality, when it was announced that the 
Standard Vacuum Oil Company had re- 
ceived a 75-year lease on 140,000 square 
miles of Ethiopia for oil production. The 
deal had been engineered by Francis M. 
Rickett, an Englishman. At the suggestion 
of the United States Government, which 
feared being put in an embarrasing 
position, the company, an American con- 
cern, gave up the concession. Secretary

of State Hull reminded Italy and Ethiopia 
of the Kellogg-Briand peace treaty, and 
the League of Nations renewed its efforts 
to prevent war. 

Public attention wandered for a moment 
to Germany when Hitler proclaimed the 
swastika the national emblem of that na- 
tion. It returned promptly to the Mediter- 
ranean region when England stationed a 
strong fleet at Malta, commanding the Suez 
Canal. This gesture failed to deter Mus- 
solini. On October 3 Italian troops invaded 
Ethiopia and Italian planes bombed Ethio- 
pian towns. Italy gravely called the inva- 
sion a defensive movement and in a notice 
to the League of Nations spoke of Ethio- 
pian “acts of aggression” over the last 10 
years. 

The Italians quickly took a number of 
towns, including Aduwa, where Ethiopians 
inflicted a crushing defeat on an Italian 
army in 1896; the “holy city” of Aksum 
and Makale. Equipped with many military 

planes, long range artillery and 
tanks, they met with compara- 
tively little opposition in the early 
days of the conflict. Haile Selas 
sie Gugsa, son-in-law of the Em- 
peror, deserted to the Italians with 
15,000 men, and was rewarded 
by being appointed Governor of 
the northern province of Tigre. 
President Roosevelt forbade 
the shipment of American arms to 
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the belligerants, and later warned Americans 
to stay off ships of the warring nations. 
After strenuous efforts by England to hold 
the co-operation of France, the League im- 
posed economic sanctions against Italy. 
About the same time Germany formally 
withdrew from the League. Late in the 
year the Ethiopian resistance stiffened and 
some minor successes by the Lion of Judah 
were reported. Early this month, however, 
Italian planes bombed and wrecked his pal- 
ace at Dessye and damaged the Seventh-Day 
Adventist Hospital there, an American in- 
stitution. There was a threat to add oil to 
the list of supplies forbidden by the League 
to be sold to Italy, but the response of Mus 
solini was so menacing that this stringent 
measure had not been applied. as the year 
was closing. The impassioned Roman in- 
dicated that such interference with his cam- 
paign was likely to lead to a general 
European war. Still trying to end the con- 
flict, England, backed by France, suggested 
a settlement that would give Italy a large 
bite of Ethiopian territory. Haile Selassie 
indignantly refused to end hostilities at such 
a cost to his country. 


N various other countries the year was 

marked by turmoil and bloodshed. Bolivia 
and Paraguay continued their war in the 
Chaco until the middle of June, when fight- 
ing was suspended and the controversy was 
submitted to arbitration. In the three years 
of war some 100,000 lives had been lost. 
In January there was an unsuccessful revolt 
in Uruguay. The next month lives were 
lost in clashes between farmers and police 
in Yugoslavia. In March the Greek Govern- 
ment put down a rebellion in which the 
rebels, who opposed restoration of a mon- 
archy, seized five warships. There were 
strikes, riots and bombings in Cuba through- 
out moet of the year, and at last the unrest 
became so great that President Carlos Men- 
dieta resigned. 

Twenty-seven persons were killed when 
police fired on a Moslem mob in India. In 
April 7000 Communists were reported slain 
in China fighting with government forces. 
Discovery of a revolutionary plot in El Sal- 
vador resulted in the execution of 26 alleged 
plotters. Late in the year there were anti- 
British riots in Egypt, following which En- 
gland consented to restoration of the Egyp- 
tian Constitution. 

Mexico's comparative tranquility was up- 
set during the last half of the year by a 
break between President Cardenas and 
Plutarco Calles, the “iron man™ who had 
long dominated the nation's politics. There

HE medical pro- 

fession, amused 

and annoyed for 

generations by 

the fact that 
many ills are 

imaginary, 
' is turning with 
" acute and in- 
creasing concern 
to the fact that 
imaginary dis- 
eases are real. 
Literally dozens 
of scientific pa- 
pers have been 
written recently on that development, 
the problems and the professional ob- 
ligations it implies. It has been em- 
phasized in every medical journal or 
medical meeting of importance in the 
last year—most recently at the big 
Southern Medical Association conven- 
tion in St. Louis, where it was dis- 
cussed by half a dozen authorities, led 
by the president of the American Med- 
ical Association and an Assistant Sur- 
geon-General of the United States 
Public Health Service. 

The numerous reports of the experts 
make it apparent that the imagination, 
if it has enough rope, can not only 
produce all the disabilities and sen- 
sations of a disease where no disease 
exists or make a real sickness feel a 
lot worse than it really is; it can, in 
some Gases, actually produce the ill- 
ness it imitates. Apparently it can 
with equal ease cripple any function 
of the body, though likely to show 
some predilection for whatever set of 
organs the patient is particularly 
proud of and sensitive about. And 
there is no lack of specific and bizarre 
examples. 

There was the 22-year-old stenog- 
rapher, referred to Dr. S. Katzenel- 
bogen at the Henry Phipps Clinic, 
Johns Hopkins Hospital, as he told tire 
Southern Medical Association. At a 
house party in 1928, she had ‘‘what 
she describes as an attack of extreme- 
ly fast heart beating, profuse perspi- 
ration, a shivering sensation all over 
the body, cold feet, tenseness and 
fear.’ 

She hurried to a doctor, or rather, 
to doctors. She was told that she had 
a serious heart disease and should “re- 
strict her activity to the possible min- 
imum."’ She was advised, without 
asking, not to marry. ‘‘For two years 
she lived in constant dread of drop- 
ping dead, inasmuch as each one of 
the many physicians whom she con- 
sulted left her with the impression she 
was not being told the whole truth.” 

She did have heart trouble. But 
when the psychiatrist saw her, she had 
begun to see for herself that her at- 
tacks occurred when she was emotion- 
ally disturbed or brooding on the fear 
of death. 

This awareness, the physician relat-

ed, proved the most effective force in 
treatment. She was told that many 
persons with the same heart condition 
lived long and actively, and she was 
advised to stop her “rest cure’ and 
throw away her medicines. Since 
1930, going to the clinic every three 
months for a check-up, she has suf- 
fered rare attacks, but has married, 
works daily in her own store and feels 
that she is living a normal happy life. 

Another patient was a boy, 17, who, 
after an attack of giddiness, irregular 
heart, perspiration and pallor at 
school, had been kept in bed for four 
months and told he would always be 
an invalid. When another physician, 
finding nothing wrong with his heart, 
advised a gradual resumption of activ- 
ity, he went back to schogl but con- 
tinued to restrict work and play in 
fear of sudden death, and continued to 
suffer from dizziness and palpitation. 


found, there was nothing wrong 
with the heart at all, and the 
‘heart’ symptoms had been caused by 
anxiety. ‘‘What he had needed from 
the very start of his illness was not 
any heart treatment but treatment of 
his general condition.” 
And then there was the woman of 
36, who, after a digestive attack, 
heard from a physician that another 
patient had died of acute indigestion. 
Forthwith she suffered repeated at- 
tacks. The first occurred after her 
oldest son had begun to encounter aca- 
demic difficulties. They grew worse 
when she met a former sweetheart, 
with whom she felt she was still in 
love. Her parents had married her off 
17 years previously to another man 
with whom she felt she had, until the 
last two years—when her troubles be- 
gan—‘‘a happy sort of married life.’’ 
She complained of ‘gastric distress,

Doctors told 
him he was fully recovered, ‘‘but his 
mirror told him he had a severe wry 
neck” He suffered attacks of nausea. 
“At the present time he shows defi- 
nite evidence of mental instability and 
mild delusions about his wife and his 
present doctor, plus a definite neu- 
rotic outlook on life. 

“His case would have to be classified 
as a neurosis, psychoneurosis, hysteria, 
neurasthenia and  psychasthenia,”’ 
commented the physician. “They - 
could all be corrected by removing the 
single etiological (causative) factor, 
his monthly compensation, and a re- 
turn to:a gainful occupation which 
would be his sole support.”’ 

In a practice devoted to inter- 
nal medicine, Dr. James S. McLes- 
ter of Birmingham, Alabama, told the 
Southern Medical Association, he had 
béen ‘‘no little perturbed’’ in the last 
few years by’ ‘‘a great increase in the 
proportion of thoroughly miserable pa- 
tients whose discomforts and unhap- 
piness appear to be of emotional 
origin.”’ 

Dr. McLester, president of the 
American Medical Association, spoke 
of patients -who were physically or 
emotionally over-sensitive, rather than 
definitely neurotic. He was inclined 
to dissent from the theory that would 
attribute all their difficulties to unfor- 
tunate experiences. Rather, he felt 
they might plausibly have been born 
too weak to withstand ordinary stress, 
just as @ faulty automobile tire might 
blow out at the first jolt. 

So he offered the warning that, 
with one batch of emotionally induced

over 16,000,000 subjects in India’s 

richest state during the week begin- 

ning February 24, 1936. 

Vast sums are being collected from 
the people of Hyderabad and set aside 
from the State Treasury for the pub- 
lic demonstrations and _ festivities, 
which will include a pageant of Ori- 
ental splendor led by the Nizam him- 
self, a.magnificent ceremony or native 
Durbar, at which the state officers and 
nobles will receive titles and gifts, a 
banquet on the Nizam’s famed gold 
table service, a display of the military 
forces of the Nizam; a jubilee rally by 
the Hyderabad, State Boy Scouts, and 
an exhibition of home industries and 
sports contests. 

By a special decree or ‘‘firman"’ of 
the Nizam. the bulk of the jubilee 
money, which is expected to exceed 
$7,000,000 from Treasury and collec- 
tion sources, will be expended on 
works of public welfare, like child- 
welfare centers, schools, model homes 
and tuberculosis sanatoria for the Hin- 
dus) Mahomedans and other races of 
Hyderabad. And, since the Nizam be- 
lieves in the radio, which he calls a 
“voice from the sky,’ as a great ed- 
Ucational influence for the masses, he 
has set aside a special sum from the 
Treasury for the purchase of radio 
sets to be presented to every village in 
his dominions in February. By that 
time, it is expected the four new and 
powerful broadcasting stations will be 
able to carry their messages through- 
out the 82,698 square miles of Hyder- 
abad in the Urdu, Mahrati, Telugu 
and Kanarese languages respectively.

abad, you may be interested to 
know that the Nizam's fortune is esti- 
mated at $600,000,000; that he is con- 
sidered the richest man in the world, 
since his wealth is thought to be 
greater than that of Morgan, Ford 
Or Rockefeller; that he keeps his 
fortune in the shape of diamonds, 
sapphires, rubies and other precious 
jewels, as well as in the form of bags 
of gold, each containing 2000 rupees 
(about $665) stored in vaults and 
Suarded day and night by hundreds 
of trusted troops; that he has the pow- 
er of life and death over all his sub- 
jects, most of whom are Hindus while 
he is a} etanch Mahomedan; that he 
Owns the mint, the railways, the post- 
office ahd the army and can impose 
‘nd collect tribute on real estate when- 
*ver he wees fit. 

And Hyderabad, the kingdom of this 
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Croesus of the East and modern Alad- 
din, is the second largest (Kashmir 
stands first) and by far the richest 
native state in all of India. It occu- 
pies most of the eastern plateau of 
Deccan, is bordered on the west by 
Bombay and on the south by Madras. 
Known as the Nizam’s Dominions, Hy- 
derabad is in part a flat and undulat- 
ing country, in part a mountainous 
and picturesque land. It has a good 
climate and a fertile soil, watered by 
many ftne rivers; the natives grow 
rice, wheat, oil seed, cotton, tobacco, 
sugar cane and fruits, and mine dia- 
mondsiand gold. 

Strange as it may seem, the Nizam, 
who is entitled to a salute of 22 guns 
and received the proud title of ‘Faith- 
ful Ally of the British Government” 
when he gave $2,600,000 during the 
war toward equipping the Hyderabad 
regiments and supporting the anti- 
submarine campaign, comes from a 
line of rulers of recent origin. Though 
he owns six palaces in the capital of 
his state, the city of Hyderabad—a city 
of 600,000, which was founded in 
1589 by Mahommed Quli Kutuh Shah, 
Fifth King of Golconda—the Nizam 
rules today because, in 1713, his an- 
cestor, Asaf Jah, a Turkoman soldier 
in the employ of the Delhi Emperors, 
was appointed Subahdar of Deccan and 
given the title of Nizamu-L-Mulk, or 
Regulator of the State. 

That first Asaf Jah, who claimed de- 
scent from Abu Bakr, the father-in- 
law of the prophet Mahommed, eventu- 
ally threw off the controlling yoke of 
the Delhi éourt and ruled according 
to his own light. At his death in 
1748 there was a struggle for the 
throne among his descendants. Nizam 
Ali won out and reigned till 1803, 
when Afsul-d-Daula, grandfather of 
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in February. 
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the present Nizam, 
came to power. It was 
Afzul-d-Daula and his 
chief minister who 
kept Hyderabad loyal 
to England in the fa- 
mous India mutiny of 
1857. Twelve years 
later Afzul-d-Daula died and his soz 
became Nizam at the age of three. 
Twenty-five years ago, in 1911, at the 
age of 25, the present Nizam ascended 
to the throne. 

The present Nizam’s father had be- 
gun to introduce reforms in Hydera- 
bad in 1902; he understood that the 
wasteful extravagance of the nobles 
who tried to outdo each other in mag: 
nificent functions and. elaborate pal- 
aces was leading to destruction of the 
economic system of Hyderabad. When 
the present Nizam came to the throne, 
he was not satisfied with what his fa- 
ther had attempted to do, for he found 
conditions almost hopelessly. confused 
and tangled. He immediately set out 
to introduce a better system of ac- 
counts and expenditures, and during 
his reign thus far, according to the 
most competent English observers, he 
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has done much to modernize Hyder- 
abad, improve’ the education and 
health of his people, and cut down 
on the lavish expenditures with which 
the nobles of the last century succeed- 
ed in impoverishing the people to a 
terrific extent. 

Although the Nizam’s annual in- 
come is estimated as being anywhere 
from $35,000,000 to §60,000,000— 
part from his private lands, gardens, 
textile mills, ginning factories and se- 
curities, the rest from the land of his 
subjects—he has a reputation for com- 
parative frugality, as compared to 
other monarchs of his position, in his 
personal life. Though he has 60 lim- 
ousines at his disposal, he prefers to 
travel around his city in a 1927 Amer- 
ican touring car. Though he owns 
six palaces, he chooses to live in the 
smallest one, except on state occa- 
sions. And though his father had 750 
concubines, the present Nizam is cred- 
ited with having only 100 in his 
harem, besides, of course, the four 
wives allotted by the Prophet Ma- 
homed. 


ANY stories painting the Nizam 
M: miser have been repeated and 

can be heard throughout the 
kingdom. One anecdote deals with the 
time when the Nizam, finding that his 
stores of honey and almond sweet- 
meats had spoiled in his cellar, of- 
fered the delicacy to his nobles at the 
price of $75 a pound, intimating at 
the same time that he was being very 
generous to them. Another tells of his 
bargaining over the price of ice cream 
at the races; a third concerns his send- 
ing dinner invitations on the clean 
portions of the paper torn from used 
envelopes, and a fourth states that he 
never throws out a suit of clothes or a 
pair of shoes unless they are hopeless- 
ly beyond mending and repair. 

His friends and supporters, how- 
ever, have an entirely different tune 
to sing. They point to the fact that 
the Nizam gives freely to all public in- 
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stitutions. Didn't he contribute $1765.- 
000 toward the building of a new 


‘mosque in London? They produce fig- 


ures to show that during his reign the 
Nizam has increased the appropriation 
for education till it is how seven times 
what it was when he came to power; 
that he has tripled the appropriation 
for medical aid, and that he has in- 
creased the sums for agricultural im- 
provement 10 times over. 

They point to the fact that the Ni- 
gam takes a keen interest in the Im- 
provement Board, which he founded 
in 1914, and which has since that time 
done excellent work in fixing streets, 
building roads, constructing model 
homes, new hospitals, fine courts, 
modern schools, up-to-date railway 
stations and a $65,000,000 university. 

And they are extremely proud of the 
Archeological Department created by 
the Nizam in 1915, which recently 
published ‘“‘The Colour and Mono- 
chrome Reproductions of the Frescoes 
of Ajanta,’’ with an introduction by 
G. Yazdani, Director of Archeology, 
under the special authority of His Ex- 
alted Highness the Nizam. 

As a matter of fact, the story of 
the cave temples, the stone carvings 
and the painted frescoes of Ajanta is 
as romantic as that of the Nizam him- 
self. Cut out of living rock in a steep 
cliff, the churches and temples and 
dwellings which make up the Ajanta 
caves were once the home of a num- 
ber of Buddhist monks who lived and 
worked there over a long period, from 
200 B. C. to 700 A. D. Then, due to 
religious persecution and the decline 
of Buddhism, the monks disappeared, 
where, nobody knows. 

For centuries the caves were inhab- 
ited by wild animals of the Indian jun- 
gle and overrun with thick foliage and 
tropical underbrush. It was not until 
1819 that a British officer, retired 
from the Madras army, happened to 
come upon them purely by chance 
when he was hunting tigers 400 miles 
from Bombay in the Binda Hills of 
Hyderabad. 

The officer notifed the natives of 
Ajanta; they. came with torches and 
picks and began excavating in the 
overgrown caves. What came to light 
as they cleaned away the dirt and 
tangled trees astonished them. In- 
dian-and English archeologists were 
notified of the marvelous find and be- 
gan coming as pilgrims to this superb 
example of ancient art which is 
thought by many to rival the work of 
Michelangelo. 

The English Lady Herringham spent 
many months at the Ajanta caves and 
in 1915 she finished a marvelous set 
of reproductions of the frescoes; these 
were published by the India Society in 
1915. A few years later the Nizam, 
not satisfied with the condition of the 
caves, called’ Professor Lorenzo Cec- 
coni and Count Orsini, two experts 
from Italy, to make a better job of 
cleaning the walls; so that color pho- 
tographs could be taken of the fres- 
coes and clear photographs taken of 
the carvings. These exquisite photo- 
graphs have recently been published 
by the Oxford University Press at the 
Nisam’s expense. The Nizam is now 
planning to make an international pub- 
lic park of the Ajanta caves, for he 
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fully appreciates their value to world 
culture. He has also done a great 
deal toward preserving the beautiful 
cave temples of Ellora and those at 
Warangal as well, Thus the Nizam, 
a devout Mahomedan, proves his cos- 
mopolitanism by preserving Hindu and 
Buddhist treasures. 

In contrast to his preference for a 
comparatively simple personal life are 
the facts surrounding the marriage, 
four years ago, of the Nizam’s two 
sons, the Crown Prince and heir to the 
throne, Prince Azam, and his younger 
brother, Moazzam Jah. Both of these 
Princes are the sons of the Nizam and 
his chief wife, the handsome Dhulan 
Pasha Begum Saheba, poetess, expert 
weaver and cultivator of roses. DHarly 
this year Pasha Begum made a pil- 
grimage to Mecca with a long caravan 
of camels, elephants and motor lor- 
ries; she took with her a special gar- 
ment which she had made of silk 
grown in her own garden and trimmed 
with a $60,000 border of jewels. 

When the two Princes took as their 
brides the daughter and the niece of 
the former Caliph at Istanbul—the 
Crown Prince married the ex-Caliph’s 
only daughter, the 18-year-old Prin- 
cess Dur-us-Shdwar or ‘‘Royal Pearl,” 
and the younger Prince married the 
ex-Caliph’s niece, the 16-year-old Prin- 
cess Nilufar-Hanin-Sultana, or ‘Water 
Lily’’—the Nizam presented Prince 
Abdul Medjid Effendi, the former 
Caliph and spiritual ruler over 300,- 
000,000 Mahomedans, with $200,000 
in cash and $1,000,000 worth of jew- 
els. He also increased the former 
Caliph’s living allowance to §2000 a 
month; the Nizam had been giving the 
Caliph $1500 monthly since the Caliph 
had been exiled from Turkey by Mus- 
tapha Kemal. 


HE marriage of the brothers 
took place in Nice, the present 
home of the ex-Caliph. Then 
the newly-weds went to Hyderabad, 
where elaborate festivities celebrated 
the marriage for the second time. 
The two brides, both pretty, slender 
brunettes, brought up in the ways 
of the Western world and  un- 
accustomed to wearing the veil, were 
welcomed in true Mahomedan fash- 
ion by the people of Hyderabad. 
The 700 Maharajahs of India all sent 
wedding gifts; the Magistrates, philos- 
ophers and rich men all came to bring 
rich fabrics and jewels to the young 
couple and their father, the Nizam. 

There was a huge reception in the 
largest palace. Soft carpets were 
spread on the marble floors. The 
guests sat on jewel-studded couches 
and silken cushions, were fanned by 
peacock feathers, watched dancing 
girls, ate an Arabian Nights’ dinner on 
gold plate and drank wine from gold 
goblets. 

During the silver jubilee week in 
Pebruary the banquet will be of a sim- 
ilar nature. The Nizam’s chief palace, 
as well as all the other publie build- 
ings, will be brilliantly lighted: the 
capital will be gaudily decorated with 
streamers and banners and brightly 
painted arches. The entire populace 
of the State of Hyderabad will have a 
week's holiday, during which time

PARIS. 
HATEVER may be 
said for the clarity 
of the analytical 
French mind, there 
are certain traits of 
Gallic temperament 
which baffle the

such a thing. That recent kidnaping 
at Marseilles is a case in point. In- 
spired by tales of the fantastic profits 
taken by American kidnapers, a fam- 
ished 67-year-old granny and her un- 
employed son abducted the 
daughter of an army officer, brought 
her to their suburban cottage and sat 
down, scared to death, to wait until 
they should become millionaires. The 
countryside shook with indignation. 
Troops were called out. An abbe 
claiming to possess ‘“radiothesist’’ 
powers was called on to assist the mo- 
bile guards with a divining rod. When 
the child was found the populace of 
Marseilles poured into the streets, 
screaming to high heaven that all kid- 
napers should be killed. And did they 
take the old woman and her son out 
to the nearest tree, strip them, mu- 
tilate them and lynch them? Not at 
all. When they had finished express- 
ing their moral indignation, the good 
burghers went quietly home and went 
to bed, secure in the knowledge that 
the authorities would do what was 
proper under the circumstances, sure 
to demonstrate again when subsequent 
events should prove them to haye been 
wrong. 

The French have produced great 
criminals and shocking crimes of pas- 
sion. In general, however, it seems to 
be the concensus of opinion that or- 
ganized crime should be left to the 
American gangster, the political pec- 
ulator and the successful finan- 
cier.

LTHOUGH its members were

One recent autumn evening as twi- 
light was coming on, dapper little gen- 
darme Andre Grandadam came on duty 
to direct traffic at his corner near the 
Gare de |’Est, the eastern railroad ter- 
minal. His shift at the Boulevard 
Magenta begins at 5 o'clock and con- 
sists of watching the traffic for three 
hours, before taking up his guard duty 
elsewhere. There is a stop sign op- 
posite the station and much of. Gran- 
dadam’s time is taken up seeing that 
drivers obey it. Only a few moments 
after reaching his post, the gendarme 
noticed a iong, sleek limousine rolling 
along the boulevard at a great rate. 
He didn’t see how it could stop for the 
sign. It didn’t. And when he signaled 
for it to stop, it pulled up about 20 
feet away from where he stood. He 
was just walking over to the car, fish- 
ing in the pocket of his tunic for a 
ticket blank, when the doors flew open 
and two occupants, a man and a wom- 
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an, jumped out and started to run 


away. Officer Grandadam was sur- 
prised and probably a little injured. 
The two people were both well 
dressed. He noticed particularly that 
the man was wearing a fur-collared 
coat and an elegant silk muffler. 
Grandadam might have lost his 
chance of arresting the couple, though 
he ran after them as fast as he could, 
his great cape billowing after him, 
had not a motorcycle patrol come up 
just as the chase began.

“Are you Raymonde Barbier?” the 
Lieutenant asked. She nodded silent- 
ly. The couple were ordered locked 
up for the night. 

Outside the police station Gendarme 
Grandadam was dutifully watching 
the car, a little bored, anxious for 1 
o’clock to come round so he could go 
off duty and go home to bed. It was

only 11 when a large black touring 
car drove up behind the limousine.

Grandadam pointed 
his gun at the driver of the limousine. 
He disregarded the gendarme’'s order 
to stop. The touring car behind was 
pouring a rain of bullets around the 
policeman’s legs. One ricocheted off 
the running board. Grandadam pulled 
the trigger and shot the driver He 
shot him five times. The driver’ was 
just able to pull up. 


EANWHILE the station house 
AY become alarmed. Motor- 
cycles rushed down the street 

after poor Grandadam in best Chicago 
style. A radio squad car came up 
just as the touring car was disappear- 
ing down the street, rushed after it 
with revolverg covering the fugitive.

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HE WANTS 
A PEACEFUL 
REVOLUTION 


NE of the most colorful 
episodes in the recent ses- 
sion of the Seventy-fourth 
Congress was the rise of 
the Mavericks—so named 
in honor of the insurgent 
Representative 
from Texas, whose family also gave 
their name to the unbranded steers 
ghich have become symbolic of in- 
gargency. Insofar as they are a bloc 
st all, the Mavericks represent about 
two dozen votes in the Hause. Thus 
they are obviously less significant as 
voters than as a leadership. Their 


own leaders are three men representa- 


tive of three different brands of elec- 
torate. Vito Marcantonio, although 
nominally a Republican, was sent to 
Washington by the Fusion party in 
New York City. Maury Maverick was 
sent from Texas by a reform faction 
in San Antonio, and can’t by any cri- 
terion be referred to as a Southern 
Democrat. Thomas R. Amlie of Wis- 
econsin is the only one of the three 
who is tagged a Progressive. By any 
superficial standard he should then be 
considered the reddest of the triumvi- 
rate. Actually he is the most color- 
less. Which doesn’t prevent his be- 
ing potentially the most important. 
Amlie is a political engineer, or (al- 
though he is professionally a lawyer) 
an engineer among politicians. He has 
served his apprenticeship as a crusad- 
er and a reformer. Today he is a force 
not by reason of persuasive eloquence 
or fire, but because he is probably the 
most capable strategist and coolest 
tactician on the liberal flank, 
Personally he is all that should im- 


‘ply. Hels a big, ponderous man, con- 


structed without any bulges, yet more 
impressive for stature and weight than 
for shapeliness. His hair is the color 
of dead grass, a lifeless blond mop of 
hemp. His features are thick and slow- 
moving. He smiles rarely, and his 
Out-jutting lower _lip is a quiet re- 
minder of pugnacity, seldom drawn in 
toexpress humor. He is gifted with a 
sardonic wit, though. Like the rest of 
his mind, this moves with the relent- 
less smooth precision of a steamroller.

ality gives the impression of con- 

sistency. That he is fervently 
sincere, deeply and emotionally re- 
bellious, is implied in his express- 
ions, not In his manner. He is 38 years 
Old, settled, unquestioning in his fidel- 
ity to certain principles which have 
obsessed him since boyhood and proba- 
bly as matter-of-fact and intelligent as 
any living political leader. 


In contrast to Maverick, Marcanto- 
hio and- some. of the other insurgents, 
Tom Amlfe haa no brilliance. But in 
the fight he is conducting brilliance is 
not at a premium and results, if they 
are achieved, must come from sound 
analysis and staying power. His chief 
purpose now-——and it has engaged him 
Since his early relations with the late 
Senator La Follette—is the consolida- 
tion of a third party based on issues 
he thinks of as fundamental. This 
summer he brought together the ideas 
he considers the skeletal frame of 
those issues. 

“If the transition from a scarcity 
economy to an abundance economy is 
to be made by peaceful and legal 
means,’ he said in the House, ‘it’ can 
Only be after political power has been 
Political power of this kind can- 
not be achieved through the process of 
boring from within one of the old par- 
“es. It can only cdme about as the 
result of a mass movement committed 
to the principle of production for 
use, instead ‘of for private profit. 
Such a mass movement must be 
built on mass enthusiasm and mass 
Conviction.”’ 

What he means by abundance econ- 
omy can be said compactly and with- 
Cut any bias by quoting the following 
reasoning: (1) Should all the goods 
how being produced and all the wealth 
how ‘existing be evenly distributed, 
*very American would live in poverty. 
(2) To give decent living conditions to 
all, the modern machinery of produc- 
“on must be stepped up to maximum 
Speed. (3) Under the profit system 
this would mean “over-production.” In 
Other words, the profit system de- 
Mands unequal distribution and un- 
€qual distribution tmplies artificial 
Scarcity, unemployment and (when 
frontier expansion has stopped, as it 
has now), slow mass starvation. (4) 
To end or forestall these consequences, 
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the structure of the profit system must 
be scrapped. 

There are a number of possible 
methods for bringing about this trans- 
formation, he believes. Communism 
is one of them. If predicated on the 
method of violent revolution, Amlie 
does not believe in it, considers it im- 
practicable, as a matter of fact, in this 
country. He has always believed that 
the transition must start as a political 
movement, and this calls for a party 
which expresses the issue. To him it 
is self-evident that neither major party 
does, but he has been willing to work 
with both parties for the accomplish- 
ment of details. 

Tom Amlie says he has been a revo- 
lutionary since early childhood. He 
doesn’t quite know why and is willing 
to admit the possibility that early pov- 
erty had something to do with it. 


IS father was a conservative 
H farmer in Griggs County, North 

Dakota. He might have been a 
prosperous farmer, but every cent he 
could scrape together was always 
spent in carrying on inventions, none 
of which turned out profitably for 
him. There were six children in rapid 
succession. Tom was the eldest, and 
when his youngest brother was born, 
his mother died. Despite the poverty 
in which the Amlies lived, however, 
they had a tradition of culture and 
education. Many of them had been 
school teachers, and Tom, who wanted 
to be one, too, was given an education. 
He was graduated from the Coopers- 
town, North Dakota, High School. He 
went to the University of North Dako- 
ta, then to the University of Minneso- 
ta. His education was interrupted by 
the waf, but this only took a part of 
1919; he wasn’t sent overseas. It was 
more interrupted by the discovery that 
his university did not pretend to go in 
for academic freedom. The expulsion 
of several faculty members through 
the influence of the reactionary Steel 


CREATURE with Billy 
Rose's reputation for in- 
spired insanity inspires a 
lot of searching questions. 
First: Is it animal, veg- 
etable or mineral? Run- 
ning through the data ac- 
cumulated by Rose’s very capable bi- 
ographer, Alva Johnston, one quickly 
decides that if he belongs in any of 
those categories, it is probably the 
last. Obviously he has a tin pan mind 
with a platinum lining. Anyone who 
examines the record of his flyer from 
Bronx public schoolboy to John Hay 
Whitney's partner will also grant him 
brass. His personality is pure mer- 
cury. But anyone who struggled too 
long with the metaphor and concluded 
that he has a heart of gold would have 
to amend that, by adding that if there 
is any gold mixed in his cardiac sys- 
tem, it is alloyed with enough steel to 
give it a Brinell hardness rating of 
about 200. He isn't a softy, in other 
words. He thinks he knows what he 
wants, and he gets it. 
Rose has been one of Broadway's 
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Trust caused young Amlie to give up 
the ambition of teaching. He had al- 
ready taken part in the Non-Partisan 
League, a Northwestern reform group. 
He did considerable stumping during 
the period when war patriotism over- 
whelmed the La Follette organization 
and gave the League temporary su- 


most engaging figures ever since he 
wrote the song ‘“‘Barney Google.”’ From 
1931, when he launched ‘‘Crazy Quilt’’ 
on its orgiastic excursion down Main 
Street, U. S. A., he has been a phe- 
nomenon more compelling than nat- 
ural. Right now, with his circus ex- 
travaganza, ‘“‘Jumbo,”’ selling 6000 
seats a night at the Hippodrome, he 
has discovered that his real function 
in life is to persuade the world that 
he is a reincarnation of P. T. Barnum. 
His genius as a publicity agent is cer- 
tainly close to Barnum’'s. And if his 
idea of combining a circus with a leg 
show and giving it the continuity of 
musical revue is as sound as it seems, 
he may have contributed as much to 
American entertainment as the creator 
of the three-ring circus did. 

“Jumbo” is made up of the follow- 
ing ingredients: Item, one libretto by 
Charlies MacArthur and Ben Hecht. 
Item, $125,000 by John Hay Whitney. 
Item, the same by Billy Rose. Item, 
a Swedish horse of great beauty, tout- 
ed as the only animal of its kind capa- 
ble of clapping its hoofs. Item, 
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premacy in Wisconsin. Then he de- 
cided that he would become a lawyer, 
possibly also a politician. 

When he was graduated from law 
school at the University of Wisconsin 
in 1923, he got a promising job with 
the State Marketing Department, 
which should have made him Attor- 
ney-General very quickly. It didn’t, 
so he moved to Beloit, practiced there 
for three, years and then moved again. 
His home since that time has been 
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Elkhorn, at that time a conservative 
stamping ground, now as liberal as any 
part of Wisconsin. Henry Allen Coop- 
er (liberal in Washington, non-parti- 
gan or conservative at home) was then 
Representative from the First District 
—five counties around Elkhorn. When 
Cooper died, Amlie, who had admired 
him greatly, contested the nomination 
for his seat with Cooper’s widow, 
won that, and won the election by a 
two-to-one majority. That was in 1931.

When he came up again as the Pro- 
gressive Republican candidate and 
told the voters the depression would 
become a great deal more terrible in 
the future, that relief would eventual- 
ly be cut and that the profit system 
was already cracking, they “retired” 
him. Some of the prophecies have come 
true; others will, too, he believes. 
After missing one term he was re- 
elected, this time not as a Republican, 
but as a Progressive, and national 
chairman of the Farmer-Labor Polit- 
ical Federation. He is generally cred- 
ited with having weaned the La Fol- 
lette brothers away from nominal af- 
filiation with the Republican party. 
This is true, though he refuses to 
claim credit for it. 

Ever since his early ventures into 
Non-Partisan League politics, Amlle 
has been a convinced advocate of a 
third party. At first he thought com- 
promise with existing parties and for- 
mation of progressive wings in them 
an essential method of political edu- 
cation. 


E NOW thinks this has gone as 
H far as it can and believes implic- 

itly that reform methods must 
be supplanted by independent political 
action. In analyzing (with abundance 
of specific detail) the third party ten- 
dencies of every single state where 
they are manifest, he points out that 
progressive action has generally been 
made the tool of practical politicians 
without progressive convictions. He 
wants to reclaim this diverted element, 
consolidate every socialist group. His 
chief allies in this are Governor Floyd 
B. Olson of Minnesota, Phil La Fol- 
lette and a number of Socialists and 
Farmer-Labor leaders elsewhere. Their 
ideas have national! expression through 
the American Commonwealth Federa- 
tion, of which Amlie is chairman. 

It is obvious that a little-evidenced 
warmth must permeate the life of this 
political fighter. It comes out in his 
private life. He has been married 
twice and has four children. Both he 
and Mrs. Amilie, a former nurse and 
a graduate of Wisconsin, are extreme- 
ly generous to their more unfortunate 
friends in Elkhorn and in Kensington, 
Maryland, where they spend their 
term. They have taken iu children, 
paid for groceries, paid doctors’ bills. 
When Amlie cites Government figures 
that two out of five school children 
suffer from dangerous malnutrition 
and adds that the percentage will in- 
crease and result in mass deaths, he is 
scratching an open wound very near 
his own heart.

open, the public might have 
been expected to have been teased 
into a state of curiosity border- 
ing on exasperation. Unquestionably 
everybody in the company was at wit's 
end. No one knows how Rose felt 
about it, whether this was all part of 
his design. But Rose is perfectly ac- 
customed to being considered insane. 
His manner of imperturbable restless- 
ness doubtless lasted right down to the 
end. If this is the case he shared his 
attitude with 400 animals, equally in- 
different; equally restless. Whatever 
his publicity man may have thought of 
the delays, he managed to keep “Jum- 
bo” in the news until it was as wide- 
ly anticipated as, say, doomsday. 
Little Barnum was born 55 years 
ago. By any other name his neigh- 
bors in the Bronx would have recog- 
nized him as a Rosenberg. That was 
his original name. His parents had 
high ambitions for him. They wanted 
him to be a stenographer. Meanwhile 
they wanted him to do anything that 
would win tangible prizes. He became 
a confirmed medalist. He became a 
championship sprinter at Public 
School No. 44, by methodically jump- 
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Item, a spangled 40-foot . 


ing the gun. He did well in every- 
thing for which he could win a prize, 
and in nothing else. When he gradu- 
ated to the High School of Commerce, 
he became a champion shorthand writ- 
er, He was John Robert Gregg’s best 
argument for the Gregg system and 
was trained for his speed feats by a 
special talking machine which could 
dictate faster than the human voice 
could speak. This led to a nervous 
breakdown at 17 and a world cham- 
pionship at 19. Eventually it led to 
a mind so well disciplined that it can 
absorb any routine body of facts, how- 
ever dry, provided it leads to a prize. 
Unlike most impresarios, Billy Rose 
does his own investigating for any new 
production. He is a familiar figure 
at the New York Public Library, 
where he does indefatigable cramming 
whenever the occasion demands. 

During the war Rose had done some 
shorthand in Washington for the War 
Industries Board, as organizer for 
their stenography department. After 
that he knew enough about Big Busi- 
ness from first-hand contacts with 
such war industrialists as J. P. Mor- 
gan, Thomas Lamont, Judge Gary and 
Charles M. Schwab, that he knew he 
didn’t want to be a mere stenographer. 
After his first disastrous -essays at 
stock market speculation, he deter- 
mined to go around the world in hopes 
of finding himself and finding his op- 
portunity. He got as far as Texas 
before nostalgia for New York sent 
him hurrying back. A chance ac- 
quaintance he met on the way decided 
him to become a song writer by .indi- 
cating the richness of the prizes. It 
took him almost two years to become 
one of the most successful in the field. 
His method of learning to write songs 
was characteristic. He simply studied 
every hit, analyzed the similarities of 
all of them, their subject matter, their 
phraseology, their appeal. When he 
had made up his list, of rules he ap- 
plied it as if he were working out a 
chemical formula. The results were 
embodied in “You've Got to See Mam- 
ma Every Night,”” “Follow the Swal- 
low,”” “Barney Google,” ‘“‘That Old 
Gang of Mine.’ It hadn't taken long 
for Billy Rose to become a Broadway 
personality, a success. 

Henceforth he gave way to his ele- 
mentary whims and urges. He is a 
victim of claustrophia, loves big words 
and big places, wants to overcome the 
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discomforts that go with a stature of 
five feet five. His early career as a 
medalist and his subsequent marriage 
to a celebrated actress, the come- 
dienne, Fanny Brice, were additional 
motives for success. As a practical 
method of climbing the social ladder 
he. became a Aight club proprietor. His 
Back Stage Club, where Helen Mor- 
gan was introduced as his discovery, 
gave him the run of Broadway. His 
Fifth Avenue Club, right .*ross the 
street from John D. Rockefeller Jr.'s 
house, would*have given him entree 
into more fashionable society, but his 
head waiter wouldn't allow him to 
speak to his guests and the club’s in- 
congruous proximity to St. Patrick's 
Cathedral induced Jimmie Walker to 
have it closed. When he sold it for

same day. What was it you wanted?” 

“Just wondered if you didn't have 
any cases where you used a lot of this 
modern scientific apparatus they have 
in police work.” 

“Modern apparatus, eh? Well, you 
could call that Evans case a modern 
one, I guess. We used ballistics ex- 
perts and radios, and airplanes and de- 
stroyers on that case. I guess that’s 
modern enough, eh?’’ 

‘That was the case where you sent 
the whole police foree out of the 
country, wasn’t it, Mr. Parker?’’ said 
Miss Yoos. “I remember trying to 
take testimony when those three wom- 
en were arguing. My! All of them 
were talking at once.’’ 

If there’d been another 
murder that day I don’t know who 
would have taken care of it. I had the 
Ocean County police force and Sher- 
iffs spread all over the country from 
Syracuse, New York, to South Caro- 
lina.’

The proprietor was all excited 
about this new case and came and sat 
down beside the Chief and told him 
all about the Giberson case, ‘They 
ought to get that Ellis Parker over 
here again,’ he said. He didn’t know 
who the Chief was.’’ 


OUT inie I got to Davis’ office,”’ 
said Parker, without notic- 
ing the interruption, ‘he 
told me the story.”’ 

... There were two dead men, both 
sailors, from the naval air station at 
Lakehurst, where they had the big 
dirigible then. One of them was named 
Robert Evans and the other one Al- 
bert Duffy. Evans lived in a little 
bungalow near Lakehurst with his 
wife, a place about three-quarters of 
a mile from the naval air station. On 
the previous evening he and Duffy had 
had a couple of drinks and gotten into 
a quarrel, which ended in a fight. 
Evans wife ran from the house. When 
she went back next morning both men 
were dead, with a gun in the room. 
Davis wanted me to straighten out 
which one had killed the other. 

He had Evans’ wife there. She had 
spent the night some distance from 
her home with a sister, a Mrs. Danes. 
I said I'd talk to her first.’’ 

“What was the cause of the quar- 
rel?’’ I asked her. 

“They had a couple of drinks, you 
see. Duffy, he had been making ad- 
vances to me, making love to me, you 
know. He was always trying to do 
something like that.” 

“What did he do?” 

“He put his arm around me and 
tried to kiss me.” 

“And how did your husband take 
that?” 

“At first he didn’t seem to mind, 
but then he began to get mad and he 
called Duffy all sorts of names. He 
walked down the road a way and 
when he got back Duffy was trying to 
make love to me again. They got into 
a regular fight and I ran out of the 
house. Just as I was going down thé 
road, I heard a shot. ' I spent the night 
at the Danes.”’ 

I let her go and turned to Davis. 
“When were the bodiés found? Last 
night? Why didn't you get in touch 
with me then? It’s twice as hard to 
handle a thing like this when the trail 
is cold and everybody has been tramp- 
ing all over the place. You ought to 
know that.” 

“Why, Ellis, the bodies weren’t 
found till this morning and I called 
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you the first thing. They're still over 
there.’ 

“They are!’’ I said. ‘Then there is 
something queer about this case. 
Where's my hat? I want to see that 
bungalow.” 

‘‘What’s wrong?” he asked, as we 
climbed into the car. ‘‘Isn’t her story 
all right? She arrived at the Danes’ 
house just as she said she did. I’ve 
questioned them already.’’ 

“I don’t doubt that. What surprises 
me is that Mrs. Evans turns up at this 
sister’s house after she heard a shot 
fired, and when she knew her husband 
was having a fierce quarrel with an- 
other man. Instead of anyone go- 
ing with her to stop the fight or even 
see what happened, she says nothing 
about it till morning. The lady was 
remarkably calm, I’d say.’’ 

The bungalow was an isolated place, 
a long way from other houses, with a 
built-in sun porch across one end. Next 
to the sun porch was a living room and 
behind the living room a bedroom. 
The two dead men had been laid on 
the bed, but they had been found on 
the floor in the living room. The place 
was a mess—blood all over everything 
and the furniture pushed around a 
good deal.

The 
other bullet hole 
was in the side of 
the window of the 
sun porch, which 
didn’t have any 
screen, and there 
had been more 
shattering around 
it than around the 
first hole, quite a 
big hole, in fact. I 
couldn’t find any 
glass either on the 
floor inside or on 
ground outside be- 
neath this hole. It 
was 51 inches from | 
the floor and a 
inches from. the 
ground outside. 

The difference in 
heights struck 
me as very odd. 

I looked over the 
rug in the living room pretty careful- 
ly, and sure enough I found two or 
three small green leaves from sweet 
clover trodden into it, took them up, 
and then turned to the doctor to get 
his report. 

“Both men died of bullet wounds,” 
he said. “Both were shot through the 
chest. Duffy also had a wound in his 
left arm, just above the elbow; might 
possibly have been from the same bul- 
let that killed him. 
the bullets. I can't tell you what kind 
they are.”

This other point was the ques- 
tion of who had been on hand at 
the actual shooting. The foot- 
prints outside the house showed 
there had been at least two men 
and a woman on hand, and may- 
be more. Chappell and Bagwell 
would answer for the two men, all 
right, but for the reasons I have 
already given I was inclined to 
think there were more. I got 
from Commander Muller a list of 
the liberty men on the night of 
the tragedy and checked off all 
the names of men who had been 
there more than a month. Those 
who had been there less than that 
wouldn’t have had time to get the 
rifles with which the shooting was 
done. I was left with six names, 
two of them Chappell and Bag- 
well. The other four I asked to 
see, 

Three of them were at the sta- 
tion. They all had alibis, as I ex- 
pected. One of the alibis I could, 
and did, check on the spot, and it 
was all-right. The two remain- 
ing men, Lester Underdown and

Claude Carmichael, both said they 
had been at the movies with the 
fourth man, the man I couldn't 
see. 
reason I couldn’t see him was be- 
cause he had been drafted to the 
destroyer Overton, which had just 
put to sea for m@neuvers with the 
scouting fleet off the Virginia 
Capes. That looked like the hot- 
test trail; I got Commander Mul- 
ler to radio to the Admiral of the 
fleet to ask that the ship be 
brought back so the sailor could 
be questioned. The Admiral final- 
ly gave his permission and the 
Overton started back for Norfolk 
under forced draft. 

The next day I went out to join 
the party searching for the rifle. 
They hadn't turned up anything 
along the path between the air 
station and the Evans house, 80 
we started out along that be- 
tween the Evans house and the 
Danes’, About half way along 
there’s a sluiceway; as soon as I 
saw it I thought what a great 
place a murderer would find it to 
hide a gun. One of the men went 
down into the sluiceway and 
fished up not one gun but three! 
They were all Marine Corps 30-30 
service rifles, and one of them had 
been rammed against something 
so hard that the stock was all 
splintered. 


HAT was our murder gun, 
but what about the other 
two? For the Trenton report 
showed that all the bullets were 
from one. I sat there for a min- 
ute figuring it out before I got 
the answer. There was only one 
set of events that would fit all the 
evidence we had and that one set 
was this—the murderer had taken 
some friends along, but he alone 
had done any shooting. If the 
friends were Bagwell and Chap- 
pell that would explain why they 
had run out afterward—but who 
was the murderer? Underdown 
or Carmichael—or someone who 
hadn't entered the case as yet? 
The answer would have to wait 
till we got more information. 
That night I began to get it. 
The men I had sent to New York 
reported they couldn’t find a thing 
in Duffy’s past that explained why 
he had become a victim. He was 
a model family man and had left a 
widow, who was coming on down. 
But while they were there they 
had gone to the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard in quest of Evans’ record, 
and had discovered an important 
fact: About a month previous to 
the crime two marines had called 
at the Navy Yard there to ask 
about Evans; they wanted to 


He was a sailor, and the 


know when he would be mustered 
out of the service. And the two 
men were Bagwell and Under- 
down! 

That brought Underdown into 
the center of the picture. About 
the same time we got a radio mes- 
sage that the Overton had arrived 
at Newport News. I sent Wood 
Grant down to pick up my wit- 
ness; that alibi of Underdown’'s 
was the most important feature of 
the case, and as it was vitally im- 
portant Grant went down by air- 
plane. That was the night when 
the whole Ocean County police 
force was out of the county; I was 
the only law officer left there. 
While Grant was away, I got Ma- 
rion Leary back again for more 
questioning. The only thing I 
asked her was this: 

“Have you ever heard Hattie 
Evans mention any of these 
names: Leon Bagwell, Madison 
Chappell, Claude Carmichael or 
Lester Underdown?”’ 

“Lester!"’ she cried, “I’ve heard 
her mention him. I never heard 
of his last name, but I know she 
has spoken about Lester often.”’ 

Then Underdown was our man; 
probably the actual killer, as well 
as the one who had planned the 
whole business. I phoned the air 
station to take him and Car- 
michael into custody at once, and 
sat down to wait for Grant and 
my witness. I didn’t have long 
to wait, and the sailor Grant 
brought back absolutely denied 
that he had been to the movies 
with Underdown and Carmichael 
on the night of the murders. That 
made it certain, and it also in- 
volved Carmichael, who had of- 
fered the same alibi as Under- 
down. Instead of one murderer 
I now had four! 

But I still didn’t) have a bit of 
legal evidence except the one fact 
that Underdown and Carmichael 
had offered a faked alibi, and 
that’s not enough to send a man 
to the chair on. I decided to put 
the screws on Hattie Evans, whom 
I had been saving for something 
like this.

Throughout the year the New 
Deal was under legal as well as 
oratorical attack, and courts 
knocked down important parts of 
its structure.

zier-Lemke Farm Mortgage Mora- 
torium Act and the Railroad Pen- 
sion Act. It had previously ruled 
against the oil-control clause of 
NIRA.

There has been a growing 
clamor against the New Deal. It 
has been charged with prodigal 
spending and playing tricks on the 
Constitution. The number of 
Federal employes has grown to 
more than 760,000; in the 
last fiscal year the Government 
spent about $3,500,000,000 more 
than its income, and the na- 
tional debt has increased to some 
80 billion dollars. A lively bit of 
the discussion was a radio contro- 
versy carried on by General Hugh 
S. Johnson, Senator Huey Long 
and Father Coughlin. 


OUR THOUSAND farmers

and cheered for the AAA and 
in a poll taken this 
fall farmers voted, 6 to Il, 
for continuance of the AAA. 
Wheat got above $1 a bushel 
and hogs above $12 a hundred- 
weight this year. Elections in 
Rhode Island and New York 
seemed to show considerable less- 
ening of the Roosevelt influence. 
Despite impressive gains in busi- 
ness and strength of the stock 
market this fall, the American 
Federation of Labor estimated 
there were 11,650,000 persons who 
lacked jobs in private industry.

The baby 
was ordered restored to Miss 
Ware, who had sought it in court 
action. Wilfred Jones, a lawyer 
who arranged the transfer of the 
baby, was indicted for perjury. 


Meanwhile, Mrs. Muench had been 
acquitted in the kidnaping case.

Some of the disasters: The

Duffy was just killed 
because he was there at the time 
—a perfectly causeless murder. 

The other two—Underdown and 
Carmichael—still wouldn't admit 
a thing, but we picked up Chap- 
pell within the next three days 
and he spilled to whole story. 
Only three of them had gone on 
the actual killing—Underdown, 
Carmichael and Chappell—and 
Underdown did all the shooting. 
He got the other two pretty full 
on a bottle of applejack before 
they started out. It was Under- 
down himself who ruined his plot 
by banging up his victims with 
the butt of the gun after he had 
shot them. 

Bagwell turned up in South Car- 
Olina and was brought back. It 
seems he had run away because 
Underdown proposed the idea of 
the murder to him, and when he 
saw the other three start out for 
the Evans house, he was so afraid 
that he’d be involved that he had 
run away. Chappell turned State's 
evidence and Underdown and Hat- 
tie Evans didn’t have a chance. 
We convicted both of them. 

“What did they get?’’ I asked. 

“Life, both of them. Hattie 
Evans was sentenced to the chair,
